sion, under the heading of personnel. 


"I don't think you can go against the 


law," said Park Comr. Lorraine Lark. "I 
have no objection to being open." 


AS PART OF their offer to the seven 


full-lime employes, the park board has 
changed several of the job classifica- 
tions. The new position of office manager 
has been substituted for the old secre- 
tary's job. The office manager will have 
responsibility for a new clerk-typist and 
other part time office help, and will also 


Classes seek to soothe 
achievement test jitters

The butterflies begin fluttering in the 


stomach, the mouth becomes dry and, all 
too often, the mind goes blank as ele- 
mentary children turn to page one of the 
annual achievement tests. 


The standardized Iowa Test of Basic 


Skills will be given beginning May 6 at 
all schools in Dist. 21, which serves 
Wheeling. Buffalo Grove and portions of 
Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Recognizing that taking tests is some- 


what 
traumatic for many students, 


teachers in grades three through six at 
Hawthorne School in Wheeling are plan- 
ning special sessions with their students 
before the examinations. This will, hope- 
fully, make the whole thing a little easier 
for them. 


RUTH NORD1N. Hawthorne fourth- 


grade teacher, said a student's attitude 
toward the tests and how well he is able 
to cope with the jitters can measurably 
affect his scores. 


"In the past, we've felt there have 


been a lot of problems with the tests be- 
cause of the anxiety the children have," 
Miss Nordin said. "That real anxiety lev- 
el is one of the factors that can influence 
performance on the tests." 


Other factors that enter in. she said, 


include the child's health and even the 
weather on testing days. 


This week, the 150 children at Haw- 


thorne to be involved in the examinations 
will participate in daily sessions de- 
signed to reduce their apprehension. The 
sessions will help prepare students to 
take the tests as effectively as possible. 


Dist. 21 Supt, Kenneth Gill will be on 


hand today to conduct the first session 
with one group of students while 10 other 
Hawthorne staff members begin working 
with the rest of the children. 


GILL AND THE staff will discuss with 


the children how they feel about tests In 
general. By asking the students such 
questions as "How many of you feel ner- 
vous before a test?" the adults hope the 
children will understand that others 
share their anxiety and uneasiness Is 
normal. 


"The questions are designed to allow 


the children to express their feelings and 
see who else is raising their hand'" Miss 
Nordin explained. "Maybe some kids 
just don't realize that it's OK to feel a 
little nervous." 


The staff plans to ask the children how 


they think the teachers could help them 
prepare for the tests. Activities for the 
rest of the week will be mainly based on 
the students' answers. 


Miss Nordin said that besides respond- 


ing to the children's suggestions, the 
teachers will involve the students in ex- 
ercises on following directions and read- 
ing test questions carefully. The moral 
question of cheating will also be dis- 
cussed. 


Teachers also plan to make it clear to 


the children exactly why the tests are 
being given and how the scores will be 
used, Miss Nordin said. "Some children 
feel they're being subjected to taking 
these tests and they really don't know 
why," she added. 


The Iowa tests cover vocabulary, read- 


ing, math, language skills and work- 
study skills. They are the only annual 
achievement tests given throughout Dist. 
21 schools. 


THE RESULTS OF the machine-scored 


tests are compiled to indicate how a stu- 
dent's academic skills compare with 
those of others his age both in the dis- 
trict and nationally. 


The special pretesting sessions being 


conducted at Hawthorne this week were 
designed by teachers with the help of 
Larry Chase, Dist. 21 coordinator for gif- 
ted children. 


The sessions, Miss Nordin said, get 


into the realm of effective education 
where teachers deal with the feelings, 
emotions and values of students. 


"If the kids' scores go up, I don't see 


how we can possibly say scientifically it 
was because of what we're doing now," 
Miss Nordin commented. "But we want 
to help eliminate anxiety and prepare the 
children to do their best and at least by 
that, we should get a truer picture of 
their capabilities." 


take minutes at board meetings. 


The recreation director's salary has 


been placed on the same scale as that of 
the maintenance director. A new position 
for recreation supervisor has also been 
created. 


The changes and increases in staff'are 


being made because of rapid growth in 
the district, according to the park board. 
Mrs. Lark said she expects more em- 
ployes to be needed in the near future, 
particularly in the maintenance depart- 
ment. 


For the first time, the park board is 


offering a 7 per cent cost-of-living adjust- 
ment to present employes. In the past, • 
employes have only been granted yearly 
merit raises. The board members, how- 
ever, said future cost-of-living adjust- 
ments would reflect both increases and 
decreases. 


The park board also has proposed re- 


vising the employes' salary schedule to 
correct what they called a long standing 
"inequity." Currently, 
yearly 
merit 


raises are based on $500 increments. The 
board said this system did not differ- 
entiate between new employes and older 
employes who had already gained expe- 
rience. 


TO RECTIFY THE situation, the board 


is offering yearly increases of up to 5 per 
cent, to be granted according to the per- 
formance of the employe. This revision 
will reduce the salaries in most sections 
of the scale, but will increase the raises 
for higher paid employes. 


Employes have not yet accepted the 


board's offer. Originally they had asked 
for a 10.8 per cent cost-of-living increase. 
They also asked that the $500 merit 
raises stay in effect for another year. 


Parks Supt. Dave Phillips was offered 


a $17,000-a-year salary, representing a 
13.33 per cent increase over his present 
$15,000-a-year figure. In approving the of- 
fer, the board noted that Phillips has not 
had a raise since he was hired as super- 
intendent in September, 1972. 


Finalization of the personnel package* 


is expected at the upcoming board meet- 
ing Thursday. The board then will pro- 
ceed to other areas of the 1974-75 budget.

Lincoln Marovitz scheduled the trial Fri- 
day, after denying most pretrial motions 
made by defense attorneys. 


The three are charged with conspiring 


to commit extortion against Bernard 
Wasmer, owner of Duo Sign Co., by forc- 
ing him to give up attempts to enforce an 
agreement between himself and Hart. In 
the agreement signed at the time Hart 
sold Duo Sign to Wasmer in 1970, Hart 
pledged not to engage in the sign busi- 
ness within 75 miles of Wheeling. 


Hart later opened Night and Day Elec- 


tric Signs Inc., 61 S. Milwaukee Ave. 


THE INDICTMENT, returned Jan. 31

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum, 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent in the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techter on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advnnced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

of "Chariot of the Gods" and the main 
attraction of the First Annual World Con- 
ference of Ancient Astronauts, as he had 
his first taste of electronic ping pong in 
one of the bars at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. 


His opponent was Peter Tompkins, ex- 


pert on the secret life of plants and the 
mysteries of the Great Pyramid of Eg- 
ypt. Tompkins won the first match handi- 
ly, 11-2; but von Daniken came back 
strong in the rematch. 


von 'Daniken and Tompkins were hud- 


dled intently over the game. The press 
conference to introduce the author of 
"Chariots of the Gods?" never really got 
started. 


THE INTERVIEWS were to begin 11 


a.m. but it was soon obvious that no one, 
other than the reporters, was going to be 
on time. After 20 minutes, most of the 
conference lecturers and principals had 
arrived .and the interviews were con- 
ducted in the swirl of greetings and ques- 
tions about registrations and reserva- 
tions. 


von Daniken, a short, stocky and ex- 


tremely busy man, entered the room. He 
was met by his press agent who told him 
of the waiting journalists. 


"Ha. Everybody wants to talk with von 


Daniken," he said. He then proceeded to 
argue with the agent about who was re- 
sponsible for the mix-up in trans- 
portation to and from a television inter- 
view. 


He then turned with his quick smile 


and chopping laugh to answer questions. 


"Religious doubts. That is how I be- 


came interested.

Mrs Hunn said she hasn't beard of 


anyone collecting cigaret wrappers to 
raise the money for her son, but she 
said she does know that cigaret com- 
panies do not pay for the wrappers. 


However, some local high school stu- 


dents heard a rumor about a boy who 
needs a kidney machine and they heard 
money could be collected from cigaret 
wrappers. No one seems to know wheth- 
er the boy is Bobby or how the rumor 
started, but that didn't stop it from 
spreading. One student told another, par- 
ents found out and told their relatives 
and now cigaret wrappers are being col- 
lected as far away as Sunrise, Fla. 


Hoffman Estates resident Al Reznick 


said his 15-year-old daughter has«been 
collecting -the wrappers at Hoffman Es- 
tates High School. She got the idea from 
a friend at Conant High School who col- 
lected about 1,000 wrappers. Thomas 
Hillesheim- principal of Hoffman Estates 
High School, said he heard wrappers 
were also being collected at Arlington 
High School but students stopped when 
they learned it was a hoax. 


"I do have some concern over a group 


of youngsters who have tried to do some- 
thing very positive to find out that their 
efforts are worthless because someone 
perpetrated a horrible hoax," said Rez- 
nick last week "I feel very bad that a 
group of individuals, mainly kids, have 
fallen victim to a rumor which has no 
basis whatsoever. What a horrible lesson 
to teach kids " 


The Rezmcks thought the wrapper 


campaign was such a worthy cause that 
thex told their friends and neighbors 
about it. Reznick's sister-in-law, Carol 
Reznick of Arlington Heights, collected 
20 wrappers herself and through her ef- 
forts wrappers were collected at a pro 
shop at a local golf course. She also told 
her mother who lives tin Flonda about 
the wrappers and she collected about 400 
of them in two days in stores in a shop- 
ping center there 


"I'm sorry it was a hoax," said Mrs. 


Reznick. "I fell for it hook, line and sink- 
er. It sounded like a worthy cause." 


THE STORY OF the cigaret wrappers 


is not new in the Northwest suburbs. Ev- 
ery now and then someone gets the idea 
and the rumor starts again. 


Four years ago soldiers at the Army's 


Nike site in Arlington Heights collected 
20,000 wrappers to raise funds for a child 
in an iron lung. No one knew who the 
child was The trail of wrappers led back 
to workers in factories in the area, to a 
nurse at Northwest Community Hospital 
and to high school students in Chicago 
The principal of a parochial school m 
Chicago said wrappers were left in the 
school garage and after several months 
were finally burned 


But Al Reznick hopes this story of the 


cigaret wrappers will have a happier 
ending He said he is going to give his 
daughter $10 for every 500 wrappers she 
collected so she can donate the mon- 
ey to Bobby Hunn. Reznick is president 
of the Hoffman Estates High School Loy- 
al Parents Assn (HELP) and he plans 
to bring the matter up at their next 
meeting Reznick said he hopes some in- 
dividuals or corporations in the area will 
recognize the students' efforts toward a 
worthy cause and make a contribution to 
the little boy 


"I'd like to show my youngster that 


everyone is not horrible and evil," said 
Reznick "Can't someone turn this into a 
positive thing'" he asked.

ministration has given doctors a choice 
on how they are billed under a growing 
program of kidney disease subsidies that 
could expand from $284 million this year 
to $1 billion in 1984. 


P h y s i c i a n s now are reimbursed 


through hospitals and other facilities 
treating kidney disease patients. The 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare 
announced that doctors now would be 
given a choice between billing Medicare 
or directly billing their patients, who 
then have to collect from Medicare. 


HEW made the concession in part be- 


cause physicians said the old system 
threatened the "doctor-patient relation- 
ship."

Amir ok to celebrate third 
birthday as business booms 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
Amtrak 


marks its third birthday Wednesday with 
something to celebrate — a boom in pas- 
senger train travel. 


During the first three months of this 


year, 41 per cent more riders boarded 
Amtrak trains than a year earlier and 
there are signs that the boom is contin- 
uing despite an easing of the energy 
crisis. 


However, costs also are rising on al- 


most a dollar-for-dollar basis with in- 
c r e a s e d revenues and Amtrak is 
sinking deeper into debt for new passen- 
ger cars and locomotives needed to ex- 
pand its fleet. 


And it still has not solved many of the 


problems that have beset it since Amtrak 
came into existence on May l, 1971. 
These include not enough passenger cars 
to handle the load, late trains, mechani- 
cal breakdowns, and complaints about 
inept or uninformed employes. 


Despite its problems and some bureau- 


cratic bungling, however, Amtrak is at 
last beginning to see light at the end of 
the tunnel. The corporation has proved 
that the passenger train is not as dead as 
the stagecoach and that people can be 
convinced to ride trains.

Little did we know that our Pan Am 


flight 155 out of Lisbon last Wednesday 
afternoon was to be the last transatlantic 
plane to leave Portugal's capital city. 


A few hours later the airport was 


closed down by rebels revolting against 
the government of Premier Marcello 
Caetano. As of this weekend no flights 
were going in or out of Lisbon, according 
to an airline spokesman. 


A warm sun splashed over a serene 


Lisbon as we reluctantly left this ancient 
port of Ulysses, Europe's westernmost 
capital on the right bank of the Tagus 
River. 


The day before we had strolled through 


the city's fashionable downtown Chiado 
district where much of the heavy gunfire 
took place. 


All looked peaceful as we left the Lis- 


bon-Sheraton Hotel and drove down the 
Avenida de Libertad, which would be 
filled with tanks and armored cars 24 
hours later. Our sightseeing route took us 
past Torreire do Paco Square, site of 
Portugal's government ministries. A few 
soldiers nonchalantly stood euard. There 


was nothing to indicate the impending 
military upheaval soon to erupt. 


Our group of Midwest travel editors on 


an airline's inaugural of a new service 
from Chicago to Lisbon, was entertained 
by various government officials during 
our stay in Portugal. 


In fact, the night before we left, the 
general director and other members of 
the government office of tourism hosted 
us at dinner in the elegant Cota D'Armas 
in the Alfaraa district not far from the 
area where the military revolt later took 
place.

Soares returns from exile 


LISBON (UPI) - Despite appeals 


from Portugal's new 'leaders to stop 
street demonstrations, a crowd estimated 
at 5,000 Sunday gathered at Appolonia 
railroad station to welcome Socialist 
leader Mario Soares on his return from 
French exile. 


Trade union and student organizations 


expressed their support for the politically 
liberal military junta which overthrew a 
42-year-old rightwing regime in an al- 
most bloodless coup Thursday. But they 
presented demands including substantial 
raises for workers and employes to meet 
inflation, and a five-day, 40-hour work 
week. 


The regime of Gen. Antonio de Spinola 


reopened airports and seaports which 
had been closed down by the coup. But 
only passengers holding tickets were ad- 
mitted to airports. 


In a meeting with newspaper and tele- 


vision editors Saturday, Spinola renewed 
the junta's appeals not to misuse newly 
won freedoms and remain calm. 


The appeals were a reaction to mas- 


sive street demonstrations in the capital 
in the two days following the overthrow 
of the old regime. Although the crowds 
were friendly to the junta, Spinola said 
he would not tolerate street violence.

Students hoping to get federally guar- 


anteed loans for next fall's college ex- 
penses should start planning now — and 
if they or their parents are not estab- 
lished customers of an area bank that is 
making the bans, they also may have to 
start planning to have problems. 


Bank officials in the Northwest sub- 


urbs say they are just starting now to 
process applications- for the federal stu- 
dent loan program for nest fall. How- 
ever, according to James Diehl, assistant 
vice president In charge of consumer 
loans at the Bank and Trust Co. of Ar- 
lington Heights. "People will come in the 
15th of August and need the money right 
away We encourage people to Stan 
working on it early." 


Diehl's bank, along with other area 


banks contacted by The Herald, has a 
policy that the student loans are only 
made to families who have accounts in 
the bank — who are. in the words of 
most loan officers, "established custom- 
ers " 


IN ADDITION, officials of several 


banks. Including the First Arlington Na- 
tional Bank in Arlington Heights and the 
Bank of Elk Grove said their Institutions 
do not make the student guaran- 
teed loans at all. A spokesman for First 
Arlington refused to be quoted on the 
reasons that bank makes no loans, but 
en official of the Bank of Elk Grove ex- 
plained that the loans require a lot of 
paperwork and supervision and "we just 


don't have the personnel and facilities to 
maintain them."1 


The student guaranteed loan program, 


which began in 1966, provides that stu- 
dents can borrow up to $10,000 while at- 
tending college and graduate school. If 
the student's family has an adjusted 
income of below $15,000 the federal gov- 
ernment pays the interest on the loan 
while the student is in school. A student 
begins repaying the loan about 10 months 
after leaving school and pays a 7 per 
cent interest rate. Since the program 
started, it has been a popular source of 
financial aid for middle-income families. 


Local bank officials said the avail- 


ability of student loans this year may be 
hurt by the tight money market and the 
high interest rates available to banks on 
other kinds of loans, even though the fed- 
eral government does pay a small per- 
centage of interest over the 7 per cent 
paid by the student to banks as an in- 
centive to make loans. 


ANTHONY TEMPLEMAN, vice presi- 


dent of the First Bank and Trust Co. of 
Palatine, said, for example, that his 
bank may in the near future have to 
tighten up on requirements that persons 
have certain kinds of accounts at the 
bank before receiving loans because of 
the tight money market. 


Other bank officials said they have de- 


cided to make no more new loans to stu- 
dents, for a variety of reasons, including 
the money market, the amount of paper- 
work Involved in processing the loans 
and problems with collecting the loans 
after students finish school. 


Frank Begale, assistant cashier and 


loan officer for the Suburban National 
Bank of Palatine, said both his bank and 
other Suburban National banks in the 
area have temporarily stopped making 
new student loans. "We stay with the 
people we have already started in 
school," he said, "but we have really in- 
creased a lot as far as loan demand goes 
and you find you just aren't making the 
rate of return on a 7 per cent loan when 
the prime (interest rate) is at 10 per 
cent." 


At the Palatine National Bank, stu- 


dents who already have received loans 
are being put through school, according 
to Willard Buchta, vice president, but the 
bank is not making new loans because of 
the paper work involved, 


"OUR FEELING was that we'd almost 


have to hire another person just to keep 
up with them," Buchta said. "It's, a real 
tough thing because you want to help 
these people and you hate to keep send- 
ing people away." 


Most bankers who are making loans 


said they generally try to loan only to 
students who fall within the income lim- 
its required for the government to pay 
the interest while they are in school. The 
reasons for the policy vary, but most 
said they wanted to limit the loans to 
those who need them. As Thomas Tate, 
vice president of the Des Plaines Nation- 
al Bank, said, "If the student is in a posi- 
tion where he wouldn't have gone to 
school without help, he feels more obliga- 
tion to pay it back."

together," Hurst urged. "How you treat 
people in the street depends on how well 
you want to do your job. 


"We need to be concerned about rela- 


tions because there is a new kind of 
criminal. We are not dealing with dum- 
mies We have to stay on top of what's 
going on in the street before crime hap- 
pens." 


Hurst said an FBI agent has to be 


ready to deal with anyone from a drug 
addict willing to sell information to the 
president of Standard Oil. He said only 
about 10 per cent of the information the 
FBI gets comes from regularly paid in- 
formants. 


"People think we have an informant 


hiding around every street corner and 
behind every tree," Hurst said. "That 
Just Isn't true." 


THE AGENT said the FBI's image has 


suffered recently because of the death of 
Herbert Hoover, the Watergate 
affair 


and the bungled drug raids last year in 
southern Illinois by federal narcotic 


"Watergate really hurt us. After that, 


we got all kinds of calls from people de- 
manding to know if we had bugged their 
phones," he said. 


He said the image was also hurt when 


12 narcotics agents mistakenly broke into' 
six homes in Colhnsville, East St. Louis 
and Edwardsville looking for drugs. The 
agents were charged with violating the 
homeowners' constitutional rights but 
were found innocent.

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Teacher unit, school board 
near salary schedule accord

Negotiators for the Prospect Heights 


Education Assn. and the Dist. 23 school 
board are near agreement on a teacher 
salary schedule for 1974-75, but a con- 
tract settlement is still not in sight. 


Both sides met again last week after a 


three-wpek layoff in negotiations, but a 
spokesman for the PHEA said no real 
movement was made, 


"We had a short meeting and the 


board didn't change its position at all," 
said PHEA negotiating chairman Dave 
Kessler. "We offered compromise* on 
several items but the board rejected all 
of them. We're waiting for a signal from 
the board and hopefully something will 
happen nest time.1' 


BOARD MEMBER Alan Krinsky, 


chairman of the board's negotiating 
team, described the negotiations as going 
along at a steady pace. "We have our 
ups and downs and arounds," he said. 
Krinsky would not comment on the prog- 
ress toward reaching a settlement or 
specifics on what went on during last 
week's meeting. 


Kessler has said, however, that the 


board has come up from its original pro- 
posed total salary package of $76,500. 
The board is now offering a package of 
$96,500, which represents an approximate 
10.5 per cent increase over this year's 
package. 


The board's original proposal offered 


teachers a hike in the starting salary for 
a teacher with a bachelor's degree and 
no experience from the current $7,856 to 
$8,100. The board also said its package 
included money to be apportioned to the 
merit pot. 


The PHEA, Kessler said, has also 


come down in its demands seeking a 
package amounting to about $124,000 in- 
stead of its original $194,000. The current 
offer represents about a 14 per cent in- 
crease over this year. The first PHEA 
proposal amounted to about a 20 per cent 
hike. 


Among teachers' original demands was 


an 8.5 per cent salary hike and a merit 
pot of $50,000. The PHEA proposal also 
called for a teacher to receive $18 per 
class for classes he or she is asked to 
cover other than his normal duties.

Expansion weighed for Northwest Y

The nation's largest YMCA may be- 


come even larger in the near future if 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA's board 
of directors gives approval to a $1.25 mil- 
lion expansion program. 


Charles McClellan, the Y's executive 


director, told The Herald the board of 
directors is expected to give approval to 
a proposal to hire an architectural firm 
tonight to design the new facilities. 


The 26,000-square-foot addition to the 


facility will be built on stilts so that no 
parking space will be lost, McClellan 
said. More than 22,000 area persons par- 
ticipate in programs offered by the Y. 


The expansion program will add new 


gymnasium facilities to the Y's present 
structure at 300 E. Northwest Hwy., Des 
Plaines. 


McClellan said the new facilities will 


include a running track, 
handball, 


squash and paddleball courts, and two 
basketball courts. 


He indicated the basketball courts will 


probably have a synthetic surface which 
allow them to be used for tennis. 
\ 


The addition also will contain several 


recreation rooms and meeting rooms. 
McClellan said the addition will be lo- 
cated over the rear parking lot of the 
present YMCA building. 


McCLELLAN SAID final plans for the 


expansion and financing have not been 
completed as yet. He said J. D. Farris 
and Associates will probably be hired as 
the architects for the project. 


"This will be the first definite in- 


dication that we will be going ahead with 
the project," McClellan said. 


The new addition marks the second 


major construction program which the Y 
has undertaken in recent years. 


The organization completed construc- 


tion on its third swimming pool in early 
1971. 


McClellan said about one-third of the 


cost of the project will be raised with a 
fund raising drive. He added that various 
groups within the Y, such as the worn- 
en's auxiliary and Y Indian Guides, have 
pledged to contribute to the building 
funds. Other funds to finance the project 
will be derived from membership fees.

Barbiturates found 
in squad car here

And, as you know- 
they do not help diabetes. The magic of 
insulin is the way those building blocks 
are hooked together. 


SO, YOU can't swallow protein medi- 


cines and have them enter the blood- 
stream in-their original state. Insulin by 
mouth would not end up in the blood- 
stream as insulin. The way to avoid this 
problem is to circumvent the action of 
the digestive tract to break it down. 
Hence, insulin is given by injection. 


There are pills sometimes used to low- 


er blood sugar, but they are not insulin 
and their use is limited. Many doctors 
think they are not useful since the cases 
they can lower blood sugar in are often 
just as well controlled by diet. There is 
also some question about 'their safety. 
I'm sure your doctor is doing the right 
thing tor you to try to keep you on in- 
sulin.

Some 15 women have applied to be- 


come Illinois State Police troopers. 


A spokesman for the Illinois State Po- 


lice Merit Board said Friday about 15 
women from throughout the state have 
requested to take the testing for prospec- 
tive troopers. 


"They are coming from all over the 


state," the spokesman for the merit 
board said of the women applicants. The 
15 will be the first group of women eli- 
gible for consideration in the depart- 
ment's ranks due to a ruling earlier this 
year ending the department's policy re- 
stricting the police ranks to men. 


THE DECISION was coupled with an- 


other eliminating the 52-year-old depart- 
ment's minimum height requirement. 
Prior to the ruling, men had to be a min- 
imum of 5 feet, 9 inches tall in order to 
apply for a trooper's position. 


State police spokesmen said the height 


minimum was eliminated because of con- 
tinuing court challenges to the practice 
around the country. 


Height minimums have been ruled dis- 


criminatory in a number of legal tests. 


Spokesmen have said women troopers 


would be required to perform the same 
duties as men. If women successfully 
pass the testing they will be assigned to 
enforcing traffic laws and will patrol 
alone in squad cars. 


Women troopers are currently used in 


Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Con- 


necticut. 


THE NEXT ROUND of testing for 


state police applicants is scheduled for 
mid May, a spokesman for the depart- 
ment said. Persons whose applications 
are received before May 8 will be eli- 
gible to take part in the mid-May testing. 
Applications received after May 8 will be 
deferred to a later testing tentatively 
slated for July. 


Preliminary testing- consists of written 


examination and a series of physical 
agility tests including push-ups, situps 
and running skills. 


For those who successfully complete 


the preliminary testing, another series of 
exams are administered. 


Training in the department's academy 


in Springfield for those chosen is ex- 
pected to begin in October, the spokes- 
man added.

Land use: hard decision 


The people of Mount Prospect 


have a tough decision to make 
about the future of their commu- 
nity, and that decision is made 
even harder because what they de- 
cide to do has implications for the 
future of the Northwest suburbs. 


The village must decide if it 


wants to annex and buy the 200- 
acre Rob Roy golf course and driv- 
ing range to protect the land from 
development. If the community 
doesn't want to buy the property, 
perhaps as many as 4,500 apart- 
ment units will be built on the land, 
bringing thousands of people into 
the area to share our roads, 
schools and parks. 


The critical issue is our dimin- 


ishing land, for the less land there 
is to barter over, the more each 
parcel becomes dear to the type of 
community we are making, 


Should the residents of Mount 


Prospect take on an additional tax 
burden to protect this land from 
development? 


Mayor Robert Teichert thinks 


not, and his carefully constructed 
opinion issued last week carries an 
important message, for it ex- 
presses a school of thought among 
suburban officials. Teichert is not 
the sole spokesman for this atti- 
tude, but it would be wrong to dis- 
miss his opinion as a lone voice — 
for he represents much of official 
thinking on this matter. 


Teichert says it would be wrong 


for the village to buy the land, and 
he gives several reasons: 


• "Purchase of the land to con- 


trol zoning is not a legitimate mu- 
nicipal function." 


• "Tax dollars must be spent for 


improvement of existing govern- 
ment services." 


• "The village is not in the rec- 


reation business." Existing park 
districts have that job. 


• "Purchase of the land would 


precipitate a taxpayers' suit" and 
it would be hard for the village to 
legally defend its action. 


• "Condemnation of the land has

no basis" in terms of the limits 
placed on municipalities. Rob Roy 
is outside the limits of Mount Pros- 
pect and thus outside its specific 
jurisdiction. 


In his reasoning Teichert is right 


in this sense: his legal training has 
established in his mind the exact 
perimeters of the law and thus the 
ground where he as an elected offi- 
cial can tread. 


But it also seems that Teichert is 


saying that we as a community 
have not yet defined the kind of 
suburbs we want in five, 10 or 20 
years. If we as members of the in- 
terlinking chain of suburbs cannot 
plan land use, then we are forfeit- 
ing too much to chance. 


Yet there are no villains in this 


drama. Teichert isn't condemning 
Mount Prospect residents to a 
drastically reduced life style, nor 
is the developer trying to erect an 
incompatible building, nor would 
the new residents disrupt the com- 
munity, nor are Mount Prospect 
r e s i d e n t s opposed to natural 
growth inherent in an expanding 
suburban community. 


Teichert's logic offers little room 


for alternative solutions, but we 
must find them. It is impractical to 
believe the state will intervene in 
this matter. Cook County planners 
are working for a master plan, but 
it is too early for that plan to have 
effect. 


The federal government may 


eventually provide a land use bill 
for the nation, but that time has 
not yet come. The local park dis- 
tricts are limited,creatures of gov- 
ernment 
without resources af- 


forded home rule communities. 


That gets rights back to us, the 


people. We have to seek com- 
mitments from public officials to 
use their power as positive in- 
struments on behalf of the way 
people live, not for finding ways to 
avoid government participation in 
solving regional problems. 


We can only have green open 


space in the suburbs if we make 
the conscious decisions to encour- 
age the leaders among us to plan 
for such development. The decision 
rests in their hands, and that's 
what political leadership is sup- 
posed to be about.

Another view of crime

Perhaps the best feature of U.S. Atty. 


J a m e s 
Thompson's 
well-publicized 


"war" on official crime in Cook County 
is that it might force us to examine our 
own attitudes towards all forms of crime 
in America. 


For years, there have been basic as- 


sumptions we as a society have made 
about crime. For example, we've as- 
sumed (perhaps 
unconsciously) that 


white collar crime Is not to be punished 
as harshly as street crime—and that's 
what makes the prosecution of Wheeling, 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials a bit startling. 


We've assumed, too, that suburban 


children who violate the law should have 
the luxury of the "station adjustment," 
in which the matter is resolved with po- 
lice, parents and child, with the child 
usually failing to acquire a criminal 
record. 


We've assumed that poor persons 


charged with crimes in Chicago will, re- 
main in Cook County Jail until .their 
trial, because too often they cannot af- 
ford bail. Nor can they afford expensive 
lawyers, so too often they are convicted 
and thus make up the bulk of the state 
prison population. 


In short, we've assumed two standards 


of justice. We've assumed that black and 
poor persons commit more crime — and 
that there's less crime here than in the 
city. 


Now, 
however, the magazine In- 


tellectual Digest, summarizing an article 
from Crime and Delinquency Literature, 
offers us a new perspective on crime — 
a perspective that challenges many old 
assumptions. 


The authors report that society has 


usually viewed the individual as the most 
important part of tht crime equation. 
First, we regarded punishment as a "de- 
terrent" to crime. Then, we viewed "re- 
habilitation" as a far more important 
part of the crime equation. We believed 
we could rehabilitate offenders,

nology III," the authors focus on the role 
of society in creating and maintaining 
crime as a part of our social structure. 


They state: "The new criminology con- 


centrates not on the officially designated 
criminal but on U) the definition of 
crime — the decision to make, for in- 
stance, intoxication by marijuana or 
other drugs criminal, while intoxication 
by alcohol (the drug of those who make 
the laws) is generally .non-criminal, and 
(2) the selection of certain lawbreakers 
for identification of criminals — for ex- 
ample, the decision to arrest, prosecute 
and Imprison the tower class man who 
steals $100 and to deal informally with 


the upper-class embezzler of thousands 
of dollars by quiet settlement to avoid 
damaging his reputation." 
« 


The authors stress wrongdoing cannot 


be eliminated, but that it can be rede- 
fined, so that a white-collar criminal is 
punished as much as is a blue-collar 
criminal. Crime's a natural part of 
society, but society hasn't learned yet to 
issue penalties without regard to its own 
value or class system1, the authors em- 
phasize. 


This theory is threatening to those of 


us who take pride in the workings of the 
criminal justice system in Cook County. 
For those of us who have an especially 
vested interest in high legal fees as a 
way to "buy" justice, the theory could be 
regarded as heretical. 


The theory implies, too, that many sa- 


cred elements of what we call "law and 
order" could be changed. For example, 
victimless crimes — prostitution and 
gambling, for example — might become 
legalized if this theory was translated 
into practice, 


"Criminology III" is now little more 


than a theory on 'how to reduce crime as 
a fearful element in our lives. But it 
merits some consideration, for it ridi- 
cules much of our conventional wisdom 
about crime — wisdom which has done 
nothing to reduce the overall crime rate 
in the United States, 


That's where Jim Thompson comes in. 


By the previously unheard-of pursuit of 
white-collar and official crime, Thomp- 
son's expanding our traditional view of 
crime. It's a faltering step towards de- 
veloping a criminology system that's fair 
towards all Americans — and Includes a 
better definition of what actually is a 
crime.

Rights issue unresolved

WASHINGTON - In sidestepping a de- 


cjsion on the merits of a controversial 
discrimination suit, the U.S. Supreme 
Court has left unresolved an issue that 
threatens to split the civil rights move* 
merit down the middle. 


The Court rejected a few days ago tht 


claim of a white law student that he was 
discriminated against by the University 
of Washington's programs for admitting 
minorities. The Court thus left undecided 
the central issue of the case — whether 
quotas or preferential admissions con-, 
stitute a form of reverse discrimination. 


At stake is not only the issue of admis- 


sions policies in colleges and univer- 
sities, but potentially affirmative action 
programs of both corporations and labor 


unions designed to increase minority par- 
ticipation in predominantly white in- 
stitutions. 


In the University of Washington case, 


Marco DeFunis argued he was turned 
down for admission to the Law School 
even though blacks with lower grades 
and qualifications were admitted. 


For many in the old civil rights coali- 


tion — that included religious groups, la- 
bor unions, public interest organizations 
and black groups — quotas or prefer- 
ences for blacks are considered neces- 
sary at this time and represent a logical 
implementation of the Supreme Court's 
1954 decision outlawing segregated school 
systems. 


Supporters of this view argue that the 


effects of racial discrimination are so 
deeply embedded and long-lasting that 
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Urges wider tax review 


Now that President Nixon's tax returns 


have been reviewed back to 1969, and he 
has agreed to pay back taxes, is it now 
not about time to review income tax re- 
turns of other high officials and see how 
well they stand up under close scrutiny?

And since Presi- 
dent Nixon must now pay quite a sum, 
why not make it necessary for every 
holder of high office presently in the fed- 
eral government (senators, representa- 
tives, cabinet members) to reveal just 
how many loopholes they, too, have used 
since 1969. Let their income tax returns 
be as closely scrutinized as President 
Nixon's and let any "discrepancies" be 
as advertised by the news media as has 
been done oh President Nixon. 


Perhaps in reviewing such tax returns, 


it might prove interesting to see how 
true-to-life millionaires utilize loopholes 
so why not start with Senators Kennedy 
and Percy. Is it true that the Merchan- 
dise Mart is now, or has been in the past, 
listed as being "owned" by the Catholic 
Archdiocese of New Orleans in order to 
escape paying taxes or the proper

special or affirmative actions need to be 
taken to erase those effects. 


Opponents of minority preference pro- 


grams argue that institutions should be 
color blind and persons should be judged 
only on how well they meet an in- 
stitution's qualifications. Quotas or pref- 
erence systems, in this view, constitute 
reverse discrimination and violate con- 
stitutional guarantees. 


In addition,many Jewish groups harbor 


strong "memories of the use of quotas as 
a discriminatory device used to limit 
Jewish admission to certain institutions. 


The depth of the split in the civil rights 


coalition can be gauged in part by the 
volume of "friends of the court" briefs 
filed in the DeFunis case. Among them 
are briefs from practically every civil 
rights group, many major religious 
groups, several unions and some promi- 
nent members of the legal profession. 


Justice William J. Brennan, one of four 


dissenters in the 5-4 ruling on DeFunis, 
said the number of briefs indicate that 
"few constitutional questions in recent 
history have stirred as much debate, and 
they will not disappear." 


Brennan added: "They must inevitably 


return to the federal courts and ultimate- 
ly to this court." 


The breakdown of the briefs suggests 


the size of the break in the rights coali- 
tion. 


Among those supporting DeFunis were 


the American Jewish Congress, the 
American Jewish Committee, the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'Nai B'rith, and 
the AFL-CIO. Groups supporting prefer- 
ential admissions policies included the 
United Auto Workers, the United Mine 
Workers, the National Education Associ- 
ation, the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations and the National Council 
of Jewish Women. 


For the rights movement, the danger is 


that in having agreed on the principle of 
a desegregated society — and pushed 
that principle to legal acceptance in the 
1954 school desegregation decision — it 
will break apart over its implementation. 


Former Supreme Court Justice Arthur 


Goldberg recently summed up the scope 
of the DeFunis case when he said "there 
is a clear and present danger that the 
fissure in the civil rights coalition evi- 
dent in the DeFunis case will widen to 
busing and other difficult cases which 
are coming to the courts for adjudica- 
tion." (UPI)

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Bourbon and Baptists don't mix well 


Beverage alcohol is almost annually 


resolved against by the nation's largest 
Protestant denomination, the 12 million- 
member Southern Baptist Convention. 


At the 1972 convention, for example, 


retired SBC president R. G. Lee of Mem- 
phis thunderously excoriated the demon 
alcohol as: 


"Sewerage in the drinking founatin!... 


a rattlesnake in the nursery! . . . a 
rapist in the girls' dormitory!" 


Yet the inventor of one of the most 


widely used brands of this alleged devil's 
brew, was a Southern Baptist clergyman, 
the Rev. Elijah Craig. 


Rev. Craig sold his whiskey — which 


he named in honor of Bourbon County, 
Va. (now Scott County, Ky.) — for 25 
cents a gallon. 


THERE REPORTEDLY was not a 


whisper of criticism directed towards 
this ecclesiastical distiller, for either this 
price or the quality of his whiskey. 
(There were, however, a number of 
raised eyebrows and censorious ex- 
pressions when he allowed betting on the

horse racing held on his farm.) 


Two years before he began producing 


bourbon in 1789, Rev. Craig founded Eli- 
jah Craig's Classical School, which sur- 
vives today as Georgetown College in 
Georgetown, Ky. 


While a fire in this college's library 


destroyed the sole surviving portrait of 
Rev. Craig, one history of Scott County 
contains a poignant (and mixed) descrip- 
tion of the Baptist Father of Bourbon. 


"His was of the most solemn style, bis 


appearance that of a man who had just 


come from the dead ... the sweet melo- 
dy of his voice both in speaking and sing- 
ing,, bore all down before it, and when 
extended, it was like the loud sound of a 
sweet trumpet." 


Whether this sweet melody (as com- 


pared to his come-from-the-dead appear- 
ance) was due to any marked utilization 
of his own spintous invention is not 
clear. 


But Rev. Craig was by no means the 


only clergyman identified with produc- 
tion of beverage alcohol. 


THE 
TRAPPIST and Benedictine 


monks both produced renowned wines, 
while the Christian Brothers' wide varie- 
ty of vintages is said to have built St. 
Mary's College in Moraga, Calif. 


St. Mary's achieved national fame in 


the 1930s via another use of beverage al- 
cohol — by the college's extraordinary 
football coach, "Slip" Madigan. 


This exceptionally colorful and inge- 


nious character had a genius for public- 
ity _ such as summoning hordes of pho- 
tographers to see star back, Angelo 
("The Dark Angel") Brovasi, punt a 
football across the Grand Canyon While 
this effort was a (spectacular) failure, 
Madigan attracted record crowds when 
his obscure team played Fordham in 
New York 


For the late Coach Madigan is said ta 


have attracted unprecedented numbers, 
of thirsty and grateful sports writers to. 
the first modern press conference —• 
which he equipped with vast quantities of 
the same bottled elixir discovered by 
Southern Baptist Pastor Craig.

she served five years as secretary 
of the Barrineton Unit and five 
years on the Executive Council of 


Cook County, twice as its president 
and once as its vice president. 


But the activity that most warms 


her heart and lights her eyes is her 
25-year leadership of 4-H Club 
g i r l s , 
<» Homemaker-sponsored 


youth organization. She entered 
this field during World War II, feel- 
ing it was her contribution to the 
war effort. She served 4-H until six 
years ago. 


' ' M y clubs were cited for 


achievement every year," she de- 
clared. "We specialized in sewing 
and food. One of my proudest mo- 
ments was when I watched one of 
my 4-H girls get married in a wed- 
ding gown she had made herself." 


MRS. SCHAEFER IS an expert 


seamstress and knitter, even adept 
at making coats. "I guess I've tak- 
en just about every sewing course 
offered," she said. She's no slouch 
in food preparation, either, and is 
often asked to judge foods at the lo- 
cal 4-H Club Fair. She has also 
been a counselor at the state fair. 


To Mrs. Schaefer, part of food 


preparation is growing it, and this 
she does very well, She takes care 
of the garden entirely by herself, 
managing to fill her freezer to 
capacity and stocking the shelves of 
her cellar with row upon row of 
mouth-watering jars of pickles and 
tomntoes. During canning season, 
she may work far into the night 


"Everyone loves Grandma's dill 


pickles and sweet corn," she laugh- 
ted. "I put up the dill pickles for 
the whole gang." 


THE "WHOLE GANG" consists 


of a married son and -daughter, 
eight grandchildren (three of them 
married) and four great-grand- 
children. None of them plans to 
carry on the farming tradition. 


The Schaefer homestead is 101 


years old. The original house that 
Jean and her husband moved into 
as newlyweds 51 years ago is still 
on the property, although it is no 
longer used. The couple replaced it 
with a more substantial brick 
home in 1932. 


"Farming isn't what it used to 


•be," said Jean, who was widowed 
three years ago. "The first six 
years we were married, we had no 
electricity. There was no running 
water in the old house. I ironed 
with a gas iron. 


"WE DID OUR FIELD work 


with teams of horses and used 
most of our crops for our animals. 
We raised hogs and chickens, had 
our own meat, salted our hams and 
bacon and made our sausage. 
There were no freezers. We canned 
everything." 


"We had dairy cows, too," she 


added. "I remember making butter 
and homemade ice cream. You can 


be sure we were always welcome 
at picnics and birthday parties!'" 


Today there isn't an animal on 


the place. Jean's son-in-law helps 
with the field work — "to him it's 
like a vacation" —as does another 
man who furnishes the necessary 
machinery. Soybeans are the sole 
crop. ' 


BUT SUBURBIA is closing in and 


bringing with it unforeseen irrita- 
tions. Ever since the road border- 
ing her farm was transformed into 
a four-lane divided highway, Mrs. 
Schaefer has had drainage prob- 
lems with her land. "My husband 
worked on Cook County Highways 
for 45 years, so I know a bit about 
it," she said. 


And so she wages a persistent 


one-woman campaign for help — 
from the State Highway Depart- 
ment, from the Mosquito Abate- 
ment District, from the Soil Con- 
servation Department. 


"They always claim they want to 


help the farmer, but help never 
comes," she said. 


What of the future? 
Jean Schaefer pondered a mo- 


ment. "I'll remain here as long as 
I can drive," she stated. "When I 
can't take care of the land any- 
more, I'll sell it." Then she added 
thoughtfully, "If I could do it today, 
I believe I'd s.ell 40 acres and just 
keep the nine for myself." 


Girls need a new deal in school

The way it used to be you'd be on the 


mark saying: 


Girls will be girls and boys will be 


boys. 


At least that's the way It was before 


women's lib brought up the dastardly 
business of sex role stereotyping from the 
cradle to the grave — but especially in 
the nation's schools. 


Today to be on safe ground you'd bet- 


ter say — "persons will be persons" and 
let It go at that. 


Sex role stereotyping tends to lead 


little girls toward feminine careers — 
nursing, teaching, homemaking, mother- 
hood. 


It leads little boys down thorn-strewn 


path 
toward 
he-man 
pursuits—rough 


and tumble sports and careers that re- 
quire superbrawn or superbrain. Of 
course, fatherhood,too. 


The stereotypers say that, in the latter 


role, Daddy brings home the bacon. 


But, of course, mothers do that too. 
THUMPING A NEW era for the na- 


tion's school girls are two distinguished 
women from Cambridge, Mass. 


Edith Ruina and Laya Wiesner speak 


enthusiastically and carry a big report 
when they thump for a new deal for 
school girls, 


Mrs. Wiesner's husband, Jerome, is 


president of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and advised President Ken- 
nedy on science. Mrs. Ruina's husband is 
a professor at MIT. During the Kennedy 
Administration he was head of the In- 
stitute for Defense Analysis, 


The report the two women talked about 


in an interview is based on an MIT work- 
shop on "Women in Science and Tech- 
nology." The workshop participants, 
leaders in science, education and in- 
dustry, tackled this problem: 


"What to do about women who are ex- 


cluded from scientific and technical jobs 
— despite the rising national needs for 
technically competent workers." 


One finding was this: 
"Women continue to be excluded 


largely because of persistent and ster- 
eotyped sex-role perceptions held by par- 
ents, educations, employers and even 
young women themselves," 


"It was found," said Mrs. Weisner, 


"that some women have been precluded 
in science and technology because they 


made poor curriculum decisions in high 
school." 


Those decisions, according to Mrs. 


Ruina, often had their roots in grade 
school. 


"The girls were not given the proper 


foundation work for science and math- 
ematics," she said. 


The report stresses the need for math- 


ematical competence — something chil- 
dren cannot achieve unless they take the 
key courses in the lower and middle 
grades. 


THE TWO WOMEN said workshop 


participants showed relatively few girls 
carefully consider their future careers 
and the full range of options. 


The conference was a way of marking 


the 100th anniversary of the graduation 
of the first women at MIT. The school 
now has 500 women students, 14 per cent 
of the total. Next year it will be 20 per, 
cent — and hopefully more the year after 
that. 


"Teachers and counselors must learn 


more about the preparation necessary 
for women in science and technology — 
and the many opportunities for them," 
said Mrs. Ruina, coordinator of the MIT 
project. 


Methods are outlined in the report, 


which the women said they hoped will 
inspire educators to sot up mini work- 
shops of a similar nature at the local 
level. 


Other recommendations for schools: 
• Forming citizens' committees com- 


posed 
of 
parents 
and 
occupational 


groups. 'These would act as resources 
and stimuli for change and would ensure 
that the available educational facilities 
are fully utilized by girls. 


• Holding principals and staff account- 


able to school superintendents for provid- 
ing equal opportunities for girls. 


• Avoiding sex stereotyping in hiring. 
• Integrating existing courses in shop 


and home economics or develop new cur- 
ricula so that both male and female can 
be exposed 
to 
family 
management 


courses that encompass child rearing, 
nutrition, consumerism, finance, admin- 
istration and maintenance of home 
equipment. 


"Both boys and girls should develop 


competence to change tires and diaper" 
is the way one conference participant put 
it.

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Double purse 
relic of past 


Purses, those catch-alls that dangle 


from female shoulders or are clutched 
under an arm, have been a part of the 
fashion scene for a long time. 


They haven't always been as bulbous

The double purse is unique — both deli- 


cate and practical. It was popular in the 
19th century. A collection of these odd- 
shaped purses is currently on display at 
the Des Plaines Historical Society, 777 
Lee St., Des Plaines, through July 1. 


Mrs. Sue Oaldwell, Des Plaines, owner 


of the collection, has spent many hours 
searching antique shops and flea mar- 
kets for additions to her collection. 


The double purse of the mid-19th centu- 


ry is one of the most difficult to find 
today. Used by women from the Civil 
War years until the '20s,, the double 
purse either was hung from the woman's 
belt, or, if one of those purses provided 
with a ring, carried on the little finger. 
Ouch! 


TRADITIONALLY, coins were carried 


in one side of the purse, paper money in 
the other. What? No place for make-up, 
pens and pencils, checkbooks or gum? 


Purses have not always been the pri- 


vate domain of women either. Men, even 
during the 19th century, carried purses 
similar to those of their wives. As pock- 
ets in trousers became more popular, the 
fashion of men's purses died out. Today 
the fashion is beginning to make a come- 
back as it becomes more acceptable for 
men to carry some form of purse or bag. 


The heyday of the double purse was 


1840-1890. After that date the flat, beaded 
bags came into vogue. Examples of 
beaded bags and tapestry bags, popular 
in the 1920s, and enameled bags are also 
included in the exhibit. 


When you stop to think about it, could 


you get along without your purse?

Coughlin concerned with spending 
Palatine trustee blasts costs 


Since April 15 was the due date for fil- 


ing federal and state income tax returns, 
many of us are now thinking of an area 
that has gotten away from the control of 
most of us, namely governmental spend- 
ing. I feel as helpless as everyone else in 
the area of federal and state spending, 
and county spending as well. I do, how- 
ever, have some voice in local govern- 
ment spending at the village level though 
my pleas for sanity have had little effect 
to date. We did score a major victory 
last night when the village board voted 
unanimously to get out of the unneces- 
sary distribution of garbage bags and 
also to let the free enterprise system dic- 
tate the price and quality of bags to be 
used in the refuse disposal system. This 
latter decision will also free up the 
health department for more productive

work for the citizens of our village. 


At the past several board meetings I 


have expressed my concerns about what 
appear to be runaway increases in gov- 
ernmental spending at the village level. 
Fred Zajonc. who comes from a different 
political party than I and who would dis- 
agree in conscience with certain of my 
budget proposals, has generally sup- 
ported my contention that village spend- 
ing has become excessive. The press has 
also done its job in reporting both sides 
of the controversy fairly so that the citi- 
zenry is informed as to the issue we are 
facing. This is pointed out by the literally 
hundreds of people who have stopped me 
on the platform of the train station, on 
the train itself, on the streets of Palatine 
and downtown Chicago, hi the lobby of 
the Chicago office building where my of- 
fice is located, in church and other 
places to congratulate me on my stand 
and to urge me to continue in my fight to 


bring sanity back to the fiscal policies of 
our village. Unfortunately, these well-in- 
tentioned and well-informed citizens are 
directing their concerns to the wrong 
party. They already know where I stand. 
And they already know that I have been 
regularly voted down. To be fully effec- 
tive these citizens must make their con- 
cerns known to those members of the vil- 
lage board who support the new budget 
(Jones, Fonte, Guss, Shaw and Stern). 
Although Stern did not vote on the budg- 
et, I assume his concurrence in view of 
his unflagging support by President 
Jones and his favorable vote on the bond 
issue last night. 


The citizens of Palatine do have the 


opportunity to let their feelings be 
known. Under the leadership of Presi- 
dent Jones, the current village board has 
been the most responsive board to the 
wishes of the citizenry since I have lived 
In Palatine (almost 11 years now). Ex- 
amples of this are legion. To mention 
only two, one is the Centner hearing, 
which I opposed and which did not have 
to be granted under the law, but which is 
being conducted at considerable expense 
to the village because over 3,000 citizens 
requested it by petition. The second ex- 
ample of responsiveness of this board 
can be found in its agreement to pay the 
engineering expenses of the group of citi- 
zens who objected to the flood relief pro- 
posal at the corner of Cedar and Hellen. 
Not only was the board eager to listen to 
the views of these citizens, it stood ready 
to put hard dollars on the line to insure 
that these views could be put forward as 
effectively as possible. This was a first 
in Palatine! 


So the question now is simply this: 


"How concerned arc the citizens of Pala- 
tine about the spending plans of their vil- 
lage for the coming fiscal year?" As I 
have previously pointed out, budgeted 
expenses for next year exceed estimated 
expenses for this year by $913,000 or 26 
per cent. They exceed budgeted expenses 
for this year (and we roundly criticized 


the budget in last year's campaign) by 
$1,095,000 or 33 per cent. The spending 
plan for next year exceeds actual spend- 
ing for the year ended April 30, 
N1973, by 


$1,756,000 or 66 per cent above actual 
spending for the last complete year be- 
fore this board took control. In the area 
of salaries and wages, next year's plan is 
$529,000 or 35 per cent above this year's 
estimate and $693,000 or 52 per cent 
above last year's actual. One must in- 
quire whether our salary schedule is 
being properly administered or if any 
empires are being built. I have at- 
tempted to have the budget sent back to 
the drawing board and have failed. My 
fellow trustees can only say to me, come 
up with your own proposal. This is no 
answer at all since my previous attempts 
to curtail specific spending plans have 
been beaten down by them. Also, there 
are over 8,000 numbers in the budget 
book. To analyze these in detail is an 
impossible task for a part-time trustee. 
The only practical way for the village 
board to effectively control spending is to 


put realistic spending limits on the vil- 
lage employes and let them allocate 
those dollars among the various line 
items to insure that village services are 
maintained. My attempts to do this very 
thing have failed but the citizens of Pala- 
tine do have the power to effect this if 
they are really concerned about this is- 
sue. The present board has proven itself 
responsive to citizen concerns.

I am confident that the citizens of Pal- 


atine will get exactly what they tell us 
they want. It is now up to them.

The taxpayers of Mount Prospect 


should not be expected to assume the 
burden of the Rob Roy purchase. Mayor 
Teichert has quoted the figures of $30 a 
year for 20 years as the homeowners 
share. Thirty dollars a year represents 
approximately a 30 per cent increase in 
our local taxes. 


The village officials 
are also 
con- 


templating the purchase of the bank 
building and the Central School site. If 
the village, the library board and the 
park district, or any combination of the 
above, are successful in purchasing these 
three parcels of real estate, the local 
taxes will then increase by 40 to 50 per 


Blasts revenue sharing 


"Is revenue-sharing cheating 
some 


suburbs?" That's the heading on an ar- 
ticle in the Herald of Thursday, April 18. 
The answer is, of course, that revenue- 
sharing is not cheating some suburbs, 
it's cheating everyone. 


The truth is that the federal govern- 


ment does not have any revenue to 
share. All it is sharing with the public is 
an increasingly larger debt each year. 
The U.S. Treasury is presently going into 
debt at the rate of $50 million per day. 
This means it is disbursing $50 million 
more than it is taking in from all 
sources. I do not urge the reader to try 
this at the friendly local bank. 


The national debt now stands at $473 


billion, and it is growing. The interest 
alone on this fantastic sum amounts to 
more than $20 billion per year. There 
have been some years in which it has 
been necessary for the Treasury to bor- 
row just to pay the interest on the debt. 
When one reflects on the implications of 
this it takes the boys who run the "juice" 
racket look like Snow White and the Sev- 
en Dwarfs. 


It is this borrowing each year for the 


past 35 years that is causing inflation. 
Each time these borrowed billions of dol- 
lars are pumped into the economy there 
is a knee jerk reaction down at the local 
grocery store — prices rise and everyone 
calls it inflation. 


H the spenders would limit their dis- 


bursements to receipts, or if they would 
increase taxes by the amount of the defi- 
cit each year, inflation could be checked. 
But they shudder at the thought of doing 
this because they know that the people 
would then realize that such socialistic 
programs as revenue-sharing are not 
free at all, but that they have to be paid 
for by the public — who eventually pays 
for everything because there is no one 
else to pay. 


If the reader wants to indulge in an 


amusing little game may I suggest that 
they turn to the financial page of their 
metropolitan newspaper. There they will 
find an item about an inch high, known 
as the treasury statement. Note that 
since this time last year the national 
debt has increased by $18 billion. This 
year Congress has already passed and 
President Nixon has signed a budget 
with a built-in deficit of at least $9 billion 
and many congressmen feel it will ac- 
tually be much more. 


What the reader is watching is a time 


bomb. Each time this debt is added to 
the fuse gets a little shorter. If the in- 
sanity of deficit financing is not stopped, 
we are all on a collision course with dis- 
aster.

Mount Prospect are panicked Into the 
Rob Roy purchase, Jet us hope it is not 
retained as a golf course, which is usual- 
ly surrounded by an eight foot steel 
fence, topped with barbed wire, and 
which shuts out 80 to 90 per cent of the 
people from using the land. 


Open spaces paid for by the people 


should be accessible to all the people ev- 
ery day of the year and not catered to a 
small segment of society for their ex- 
clusive use a few months of the year. We 
do not need and cannot afford another 
golf course. I would like to remind the 
village and the park district officials of 
Webster's definition of a "park." 


"A tract of land set aside to be pre- 


served as near its natural state as pos- 
sible, or beautified by landscape-garden- 
ing, to which the public have access or 
enjoyment." 


If, and I repeat if, more open space is 


needed in this area, Rob Roy should be 
converted into a park and not retained as 
a golf course.

LaGrange easy winner in Prospect track headliner

Led by their dazzling triple-threater 


Ron Sterrenberg, LaGrange soared past 
defending champ York and 14 other 
schools to capture first place team hon- 
ors at the Fifth Annual Prospect In- 
\itational track meet. 


Sterrenberg. who already owned a 


couple of meet records, further etched 
his name into the standard log while 
prancing to easy triumphs in both the 
hurdles events after annexing long jump 
honors. 


His club rallied behind him to chalk up 


78 squad points, comfortably surpassing 
a well-balanced Duke outfit and burying 
the rest of the field. 


Maine West, behind a strong windup In 


the mile relay finale, edged out Maine 
East for third place honors while Hersey 
took fifth a short distance behind. Other 
local schools Forest View. Arlington and 
Prospect were considerably further down 
the point ladder in seventh, ninth and 
13th places respectively. 


Near ideal weather conditions at the 


gathering encouraged a run on records, 
with four old ones being shattered and 
three brand new marks getting estab- 
lished. 


Sterrenberg was right in the thick of it, 


erasing his own personal meet mark set 
last year in the 120 high hurdles and 
starting off at the top in the newly of- 
fered 330 intermediate hurdles. He also 
owns the record in the 180 lows which 
has now been put out to pasture. 


Some of Sterrenberg's thunder was 


still stolen by a couple of area thinclads, 
Steve Schellenberger of Forest View and 


Hersey's Chris Cooney. Cooney, in leg- 
ging out a new meet record in the 880 
run, came up with the second best time 
posted anywhere in the state thus far 
this season at 1:55.7. 


Schellenberger also came up with an 


effort (hat ranks number two in Illinois 
so far for 1971, a 49.3 that breezed him to 
victory in the quarter mile runoff. His 
closest competitor In the 440 was Arling- 
tons' Mike Dollnajec, who logged a re- 
spectable 50.8. 


Meanwhile, Sterrenberg was simply 


devastating in the 330 hurdles. His best 
previous performance was a 38.3 and he 
lopped over a second off that time while 
leaping into first place on the current 
state honor roll. 


Sterrenberg's 37.2 clocking was an 


even two seconds better than his closest 


competitor, teammate Mitch Gras. 


Among other noteworthy performances 


at Prospect Friday was a 14-foot-plus 
pole vault by York's Scott Maechtle, a 
nifty mile run by Huskie Ron Stephani 
and >a crisp 880 relay effort by Maine 
East.

Final agreement has been reached for 


one flood-control project in the Buffalo 
Grove area and another has come one 
step closer to becoming a reality. 


A five-acre retention basin on the Ar- 


lington Country Club golf course and a 
loo-acre reservoir on Buffalo Creek have 
been in the planning stages for several 
years. Officials now hope they will be in 
operation by mid-1975. 


Officials expect the two basins to elimi- 


nate most of the present flooding prob- 
lems in the area. 


BUFFALO GROVE was notified last 


Friday by the State of Illinois that it had 
signed the agreement for the golf course 
basin. The state was the only party that 
had not signed the agreement. 


Under the agreement, the country club 


will supply the needed land, the state 
and Metropolitan Sanitary District will 
pay for construction and Buffalo Grove 
wilt maintain the basin after it is built. 


The $250,000 project was supposed to be 


started last fall, but was postponed a 
year because the village and MSD could 
not agree on financing. By the time the 
problems were solved, it was too late to 
start work and still be finished by the 
beginning of the golf season. 


Under the agreement, »he construction 


must take place beween Oct. 15 and 
April 1 so golfers Till not be inconven- 
ienced. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 
Friday since all parties have signed the

Negotiators have refused to make any 


information about the talks available to 
public, in the hopes that the talks will 
end sooner. 


agreement, nothing should stand in the 
way of the scheduled starting date. 


Larson said it is important 'he project 


be started by Oct. 15 to assure the basin 
will be finished by the deadline next 
spring. Between now and the fall, he 
said, several revisions will be made to 
the plans, but none are expected to cause 
delays. 


THE STATE HAS agreed to pay 


$130,000 toward the cost of construction, 
while the MSD will pay $120,000. The 
state and village also will pay more than 
$250,000 for improvements to sewers that 
will carry storm water to the basin. 


The lake, which will have a capacity 


for 16 million gallons of water, will hold 
runoff during severe storms and prevent 
overloading of nearby streams and sew- 
ers. The basin is expected to benefit resi- 
dents, particularly along the White Pine 
Ditch. 


Stormwater will be held in the basin 


until the danger of flooding has passed 
and will then be released into Buffalo 
Creek, east of the golf course. 


Last Thursday the Lake County Forest 


Preserve District approved an agree- 
ment for the much larger reservoir pro- 
posed for the southwest corner of Arling- 
ton Heights and Checker roads. Under 
the three-party agreement, the forest 
preserve district will acquire the needed 
land, the MSD will pay for construction 
and the village will maintain the facility 
after it is built. 


SINCE THE MSD and forest preserve 


district have approved the agreement, 
village approval is all that is needed. 


The MSD will assume the major cost 


of the $2.1 million facility. The land is 
expected to cost about $1.8 million and 
construction another $300,000. 


As soon as the village approves the 


agreement, the forest preserve district 
will apply for a federal grant to pay for 
land acquisition. Jerrold Soesbe, director 
of the forest preserve district, has said 
federal money is "tight" and he fears 
the request will be turned down. 


The MSD, however, has said it will pay 


the entire cost of the project, if the forest 
preserve district is turned down by the 
federal government. 


SOESBE PREDICTS it will take the 


district from two months to two years to 
acquire the needed land, depending on 
the amount of opposition from property 
owners. If there is a lot of opposition, 
condemnation will be necessary and it 
will take more time, he said. 


After the land is acquired, construction 


is expected to take about four months. 
The 260-million-gallon reservoir will pro- 
vide major flood relief for homes in Buf- 
falo Grove, Wheeling and parts of unin- 
corporated Cook County. 


Upon completion, the forest preserve 


district plans to develop recreational fa- 
cilities in the surrounding area.

Classes seek to soothe 
achievement test jitters

The butterflies begin fluttering in the 


stomach, the mouth becomes dry and, all 
too often, the mind goes blank as ele- 
mentary children turn to page one of the 
annual achievement tests. 


The standardized Iowa Test of Basic 


Skills will be given beginning May 6 at 
all schools in Dist. 21, which serves 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and portions of 
Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Recognizing that taking tests is some- 


what traumatic for many students, 
teachers in grades three through six at 
Hawthorne School in Wheeling are plan- 
ning special sessions with their students 
before the examinations. This will, hope- 
fully, make the whole thing a little easier 
for them. 


RUTH NORDIN, Hawthorne fourth- 


grade teacher, said a student's attitude 
toward the tests and how well he is able 


to cope with the jitters can measurably 
affect his scores. 


"In the past, we've felt there have 


been a lot of problems with the tests be- 
cause of the anxiety the children have," 
Miss Nordin said. "That real anxiety lev- 
el is one of the factors that can influence 
performance on the tests." 


Other factors that enter in, she said, 


Include the child's health and even the 
weather on testing days. 


This week, the 150 children at Haw- 


thorne to be involved in the examinations 
will participate in daily 'sessions de- 
signed to reduce their apprehension. The 
sessions will help prepare students to 
take the tests as effectively as possible.

threaten Wasmer with economic harm 
beginning in December, 1971. 


Both Bieber and Stavros have re-

6Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum. 


Blum, Investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent in the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techter on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some sneakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims, Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, But they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

Blip, blip. Blee-blip. Buzz. 
"Aha! Now I see what goes on here.

Thus spake Erich von Daniken, author 


of "Chariot of the Gods" and the main 
attraction of the First Annual World Con- 
ference of Ancient Astronauts, as he had 
his first taste of electronic ping pong 'in 
one of the bars at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. 


His opponent was Peter Tompkins, ex- 


pert on the secret life of plants and the 
mysteries of the Great Pyramid of Eg- 
ypt. Tompkins won the first match handi- 
ly, 11-2; but von Daniken came back 
strong in the rematch. 


von Daniken and Tompkins were hud- 


dled intently over the game. The press 
conference to introduce the author of 
"Chariots of the Gods?" never really got 
started.

other than the reporters, was going to be 
on time. After 20 minutes, most of the 
conference lecturers and principals had 
arrived and the interviews were con- 
ducted in the swirl of greetings and ques- 
tions about registrations and reserva- 
tions. 


von Daniken, a short, stocky and ex- 


tremely busy man, entered the room. He 
was met by his press agent who told him 
of the waiting journalists. 


"Ha. Everybody wants to talk with von 


Daniken," he said. He then proceeded to 
argue with the agent about who was re- 
sponsible for the mix-up in trans- 
portation to and from a television inter- 
view. 


He then turned with his quick smile 


and chopping laugh to answer questions.

Expansion weighed for Northwest Y

The nation's largest YMCA may be- 


come even larger in the near future if 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA's board 
of directors gives approval to a $1.25 mil- 
lion expansion program. 


Charles McClellan, the Y's executive 


director, told The Herald the board of 
directors is expected to give approval to 
a proposal to hire an architectural firm 
tonight to design the new facilities. 


The 26,000-square-foot addition to the 


facility will be built on stilts so that no 
parking space will be lost, McClellan 
said. More than 22,000 area persons par- 
ticipate in programs offered by the Y. 


The expansion program will add new 


gymnasium facilities to the Y's present 
structure at 300 E. Northwest Hwy., Des 
Plaines. 


McClellan said the new facilities will 


include a running track, handball, 
squash^ and paddleball courts, and two 
basketball courts. 


He indicated the basketball courts will 


probably have a- synthetic surface which 
allow them to be used for tennis. 


The addition also will contain several 


recreation rooms and meeting rooms. 
McClellan said the addition will be lo- 
cated over the rear parking lot of the 
present YMCA building. 


McCLELLAN SAID final plans for the 


expansion and financing have not been 


completed as yet. He said J. D. Farris 
and Associates will probably be hired as 
the architects for the project. 


"This will be the first definite in- 


dication that we will be going ahead with 
the project," McClellan said. 


The new addition marks the second 


major construction program which the Y 
has undertaken in recent years. 


The organization completed construc- 


tion on its third swimming pool in early 
1971. 


McClellan said about one-third of the 


cost of the project will be raised with a 
fund raising drive. He added that various 
groups within the Y, such as the wom- 
en's auxiliary and Y Indian Guides, have 
pledged to contribute to the building 
funds. Other funds to finance the project 
will be derived from membership fees.

Negotiators for the Prospect Heights 


Education Assn., and the Dist. 23 school 
board are near agreement on a teacher 
salary schedule for 1974-75, but a con- 
tract settlement is still not in sight. 


Both sides met again last week after a 


three-week layoff'in negotiations, but a 
spokesman for the PHEA said no real 
movement was made. 


"We had a short meeting and the 


board didn't change its position at all," 
said PHEA negotiating chairman Dave 
Kessler. "We offered compromises on 
several items but the board rejected all 
of them. We're waiting for a signal from 
the board and hopefully something will 
happen next time." 


BOARD 
MEMBER 
Alan 
Krinsky, 


chairman of the board's negotiating 
team, described the negotiations as going 
along at a steady pace. "We have our 
ups and downs and arounds," he said. 
Krinsky would not comment on the prog- 
ress toward reaching a settlement or 
specifics on what went on during last 
week's meeting. 


Kessler has said, however, that the 


board has come up from its original pro- 
posed total salary package of $76,500. 
The board is now offering a package of 
$96,900, which represents an approximate 
10.5 per cent increase over this year's 
package. 


The board's original proposal offered 


teachers a hike in the starting salary for 
a teacher with a bachelor's degree and 
no experience from the current $7,856 to 
$8,100. The board also said its package 


included money to be apportioned to the 
merit pot. 


The PHEA, Kessler said, has also 


come down in its demands seeking a 
package amounting to about $124,000 in- 
stead of its original $194,000. The current 
offer represents about a 14 per cent in- 
crease over this year. The first PHEA 
proposal amounted to about a 20 per cent 
hike. 


Among teachers' original demands was 


an 8.5 per cent salary hike and a merit 
pot of $50,000. The PHEA proposal also 
called for a teacher to receive $18 per 
class for classes he or she is asked to 
cover other than his normal duties. 


SEVERAL non-salaried items have al- 


ready been agreed to by both sides dur- 
ing earlier meetings. Points agreed to in- 
clude: 


• Additions to the Professional Nego- 


tiating Agreement which will allow 
teachers to read and respond to material 
placed in their files. 


• Payment of $105 to teachers who su- 


, pervise away basketball games and 


$367,50 to the girls' gymnastic coach. 


Each of the proposals was part of the 


PHEA's package. 


The PHEA has also agreed in principle 


to a board proposal for a three-year 
agreement to cover nonsalaried items 
with salary and fringe benefits to be 
negotiated each year. 


Negotiators will have another bargain- 


ing session Tuesday night at the adminis- 
tration office, Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads, Prospect Heights.

expansion plan 
for Northwest Y

The nation's largest YMCA may be- 


come even larger in the near future if 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA's board 
of directors gives approval to a $1,25 mil- 
lion expansion program. 


Charles McClellan. the Y's executive 


director, told The Herald the board of 
directors is expected to give approval to 
a proposal to hire an architectural firm 
tonight to design the new facilities. 


The 26,000-square-foot addition to the 


facility will be built on stilts so that no 
parking space will be lost, McClellan 
said. More than 22,000 area persons par- 
ticipate in programs offered by the Y. 


The expansion program will add new 


gymnasium facilities to the Y's present 
structure at 300 E. Northwest Hwy., Des 
Plaines. 


McClellan said the new facilities will 


include a running track, handball, 
squash and paddJeball courts, and two 
basketball courts. 


He indicated the basketball courts will 


probably have a synthetic surface which 
allow them to be used for tennis. 


The addition also will contain several 


recreation rooms and meeting rooms. 
McClellan said the addition will be lo- 
cated over the rear parking lot of the 
present YMCA building. 


McCLELLAN SAID final plans for the 


expansion and financing have not been 
completed as yet. He said J. D. Farris 
and Associates will probably be hired as 
the architects for the project. 


"This will be the first definite in- 


dication that we will be going ahead with 
the project," McClellan said. 


The new addition marks the second 


major construction program which the Y 
has undertaken in recent years. 


The organization completed construc- 


tion on its third swimming pool in early 
1971. 


McClellan said about one-third of the 


cost of the project will be raised with a 
fund raising drive. He added that various 
groups within the Y, such as the wom- 
en's auxiliary and Y Indian Guides, have 
pledged to contribute to the building 
funds. Other funds to finance the project 
will be derived from membership fees. 


Smiley to meet principals 
to settle Erviti dispute

The Dist. 59 Board of Education has 


met with its principals in an effort to 
settle their dispute with Supt. James Er- 
viti, The Herald has learned.

He did not know, however, 
whether the report will contain any rec- 
ommendations for action. 


THE REPOHT WILL be made during 


an open session of the board, according 
to Smiley. The board is scheduled to 
meet tonight at 7:30 to discuss remodel- 
ing plans for two district junior highs in 
a special session, but Smiley didn't think 
his report would be ready. 


Its expected to come at the next regu- 


lar meeting of the school board, sched- 
uled for Monday, May 6, at Einstein 
School in Des Plaines.

Housing panel 
to cut 'sneak* 
conversions.' 


The newly formed Des Plaines Housing 


Commission is studhing the problem of 
sneak conversions of single-family homes 
to rooming houses. 


The seven-man commission, which 


held its first meeting Thursday, spent 
much of the session discussing the prob- 
lem of sneak conversions with Des 
Plaines Building Comr. William Baldac- 
cini. 


Several commission members' also 


noted the panel might assume the role of 
a catalyst in future changes in the city's 
housing policies. 


BALDACCINI TOLD the commission 


he was working on the conversion prob- 
lem since he joined the city last year and 
so far has not met with much opposition. 


"We have established a procedure with 


the building department to review com- 
plaints and so far have received pretty 
good cooperation from the residents," he 
said. 


Both Baldaccini and the commissioners 


noted the city may need a better commu- 
nications system with residents' to let 
them know about codes and ordinances 
relating to both conversions and remod- 
eling projects. 


Several commission members noted 


many people might not be aware resi- 
dents need building permits for home re- 
modeling, garages or other improve- 
ments. 


"Maybe this commission can serve as 


a catalyst then. We could let the city 
council know that we recognize a prob- 
lem," said Harold Harvey, commission 
member. 


Others suggested 
an informational 


program through mass mailings or news- 
papers might be effective in letting resi- 
dents know what the city regulations are. 
They also suggested extending, the cam- 
paign to area contractors.' 


BESIDES DEALING with the prob- 


lems of sneak conversions and obtaining 
building permits, the commission is also 
expected to launch a renewed study of 
federally subsidized housing programs. 


Most of the commission members had 


served on a special commission which 
delivered its report to the city council 
last year. Creation of the permanent 
commission was one of the major recom- 
mendations of the panel's final report. 


Commission chairman Joseph Botte 


said he and several other members of 
the group will attend a special meeting 
tonight on the subject of federally subsi- 
dized housing. The session is sponsored 
by the Des Plaines chapter of the League 
of Women Voters. 


Botte said he is also planning to con- 


tact area homeowner associations seek- 
ing their suggestions on possible areas 
the commission might study.

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum. 


Blum. Investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent in .the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System,'1 or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techier on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no' answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages, 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
.to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

sold Duo Sign to Wasmer in 1970, Hart 
pledged not to engage in the sign busi- 
ness within 75 miles of Wheeling. 


Hart later opened Night and Day Elec- 


tric Signs Inc., 61 S. Milwaukee Ave. 


THE INDICTMENT, returned Jan. 31 


by a federal grand jury, charges that the 
three "would and did use their influence 
over and control of certain official 
positions in the Village of Wheeling" to 
threaten Wasmer with economic harm 
beginning in December, 1971. 


Both Bieber and Stavros have re- 


quested a jury trial in this case. Hart's 
attorney said his client has not yet de- 
cided whether he wants a jury trial. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


said he expects the trial of Bieber, 
Hart and Stavros to be completed in one 
week. "I don't think it should take more 
than two or three days for the govern- 
ment to present its evidence," he said.

the grand jury probe to be set for trial. 
Stavros will begin trial in the first of 
three cases against him on May 6. Bie- 
ber, who is charged in four cases, will 
begin his first trial May 20.

Budget panel hits 
fire department's 
equipment plea 


Fire department administrators re- 


ceived a chilly reception from some 
members of the Elk Grove Village Budg- 
et Committee as they attempted to jus- 
tify requests for new equipment and a 
total budget request of $1,148,751. 


At a budget committee meeting Thurs- 


day. Chairman George Spees and Village 
Pres^ Charles Zettek chided fire adminis- 
trators for presenting a poorly docu- 
mented request for an operating budget 4 
per cent higher than last year. 


At one point during the meeting, Zettek 


threatened to close one of the fire sta- 
tions. He was irked at what he termed 
the staff's "inability or reluctance to an- 
swer my questions." 


ZETTEK AND OTHERS at the meet- 


ing had challenged the department's 
request for a new fire engine and equip- 
ment estimated to cost $80,000, 


"You're asking this committee to con- 


sider budgeting funds for an engine and 
equipment for a station that's not even 
built?" asked Zettek. Why don't you man 
the equipment that is not manned now or 
the reserve units?" he asked. 


Fire Capt. John Henrici told Zettek the 


department request for a new engine was 
a reasonatbe one because by the time the 
proposed station west of 111. Rte. 53 was 
built it would be needed. 


"For what? said Zettek. "You've given 


me no reason to justify such an expense. 
Think instead of spending about $15,000 
to $20,noo for renovation of the extra un- 
manned equipment we now have. 


XETfEK MAINTAINED the depart- 


Township OKs 
grant for youth 
service bureau 


The Regional Youth Service Bureau re- 


ceived financial support of Schaumburg 
Township when the board of auditors 
Wednesday approved the township's 
share of the bureau's budget, 


T h e board unanimously approved 


$19,000 from federal revenue sharing 
funds for the bureau, The bureau's total 
budget is $57.000. 


The bureau will include Palatine, Elk

FIRE CHIEF ALLEN Hulett called 


renovation "foolish," earning another 
burst of displeasure from Zettek who lee- 
tured the chief against calling 12-year-old 
equipment unsalvageable. "Some depart- 
ments handling larger populations have 
engines 40 years old and do a damn good 
job," said Zettek. 


Another budget request of $51,110 for a 


fire prevention bureau to lessen the op- 
portunity for fires by extensive in- 
spection and fire prevention education 
and a $19,000 request for a pre-fire pro- 
gram department were severely cut. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis had recom- 


mended $20,000 be earmarked for the 
prevention bureau and $5,000 for the plan 
program. 


Lt, Charles Henrici, who had prepared 


that portion of the budget request, said 
he also believed that funds now ear- 
marked in the Building Department for 
plan review should be used by the fire 
department. 


"I am strongly opposed to funds being 


expended in the building department for 
plan review which is a fire department 
function," he said. 


HENRICI MAINTAINED that building 


plan review is the fire prevention depart- 
ment's function. 


"Buildings are built improperly in this 


v i l l a g e and duplication 'of 
effort 


abounds," he added. 


Zettek challenged Henrici's statement 


and insisted the building department re- 
quired all plans meet both BOCA code 
and village codes. 


"Plan review is a building function. 


Why is the fire department talking about 
it? "Zettek asked. "Your criticism is not 
clear.,you have no facts to substantiate 
it, your job is fire prevention. Don't wor- 
ry about the building department's func- 
tion," advised Zettek. 


Spees noted plan review was once of 


exclusive fire department duty but a 
backload of reviews created a new sys- 
tem of review with both fire and building 
department reviewing plans.

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Parks OK 


rate hikes 


for programs 


The Elk Grove Village Park Board has 


approved rate increases, effective this 
summer, in six program areas. 


Recreation Supt. Richard Ludovissy, in 


requesting the rate increase, ciwd rapid- 
ly rising material and instructor costs as 
the need for the rate hike, which is ex- 
pected to generate an additional $12,750 
more in fees. 


The six program areas that will be in- 


creased are arts and crafts, preschool, 
dog obedience, ice hockey, day camp and 
dance. 


The largest increase was in the hockey 


program, which jumps from $6 to $33. 
Ludovissy said the entire program is 
being revamped for the coming year to 
include extensive indoor ice time. 


The hockey program has been losing 


participants for the past two years due to 
warm winter weather which has all but 
eliminated games and most practices. 
According to Ludovissy, the new pro- 
gram will guarantee games since it will 
be played indoors, but indoor ice time is 
extremely expensive. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS classes will go 


from $3 to $5 per program this summer. 
Preschool classes will rise from $17 to 
$19 for three-day-a-week sessions and $12 
to $14 for two-day-a-week sessions. 


Dog obedience classes will jump from 


$5 to $8. Summer day camp goes from 
$15 to $20 and dance classes will jump 
from $3 to $5 per program. 


Ludovissy said the price hikes are the 


first for these program areas in three or 
four years, depending on the area. He 
said the six areas for which fees were 
the hikes because those areas have expe- 
rienced the highest cost increases. 


Preliminary budget preparation for 


1974-75 has indicated that the 250-300 pro- 
gram areas operated by the park district 
will cost about $16,000 more than last 
year to operate, Ludovissy said. About 
$11,000 of that cost was connected with 
the six program areas for which fees 
were raised, he added. 


Ludovissy estimated that about 50 per 


cent of program cost is paid for by tax 
money. The rest is made up by fees.

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're In a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum, 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent In the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet, 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techier on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techier, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techier offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow'aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right, now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 
' 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

His opponent was Peter Tompkins, ex- 


pert on the secret life of plants and the 
mysteries of the Great Pyramid of Eg- 
ypt. Tompkins won the first match handi- 
ly, 11-2; but von Daniken came back 
strong in the rematch. 


von Daniken and Tompkins were hud- 


dled intently over the game. The press 
conference to introduce the author of 
"Chariots of the Gods?" never really got 
started. 


THE INTERVIEWS were to begin 11 


a.m. but it was soon obvious that no one, 
other than the reporters, was going to be 
on time. After 20 minutes, most of the 
conference lecturers and principals had 
arrived and the interviews were con- 
ducted in the swirl of greetings and ques- 
tions about registrations and reserva- 
tions. 


von Daniken, a short, stocky and ex- 


tremely busy man, entered the room. He 
was met by his press agent who told him 
of the waiting journalists.

Expansion weighed for Northwest Y

The nation's largest YMCA may be- 


come even larger in the near future if 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA's board 
,of directors gives approval to a $1.25 mil- 
lion expansion program. 


Charles McClellan, the Y's executive 


director, told The Herald the board of 
directors is expected to give, approval to 
a proposal to hire an architectural firm 
tonight to design the new facilities. 


The 26,000-square-foot addition to the 


facility will be built on stilts so that no 
parking space will be lost, McClellan 
said. More than 22,000 area persons par- 
ticipate in programs offered by the Y. 


The expansion program will add new 


gymnasium facilities to the Y's present 


structure at 300 E. Northwest Hwy., Des 
Plaines. 


McClellan said the new facilities will 


include 
a 
running 
track, 
handball, 


squash and paddleball courts, and two 
basketball courts. 


He indicated the basketball courts will 


probably have a synthetic surface which 
allow them to be used for tennis. 


The addition also will' contain several 


recreation rooms and meeting rooms. 
McClellan said the addition will be lo- 
cated over the rear parking lot of the 
present YMCA building. 


McCLELLAN SAID final plans for the 


expansion and financing have not been 
completed as yet. He said J. D. Farris 
and Associates will probably be hired as 
the architects for the project. 


"This will be the first definite in- 


dication that we will be going ahead with 
the project," McClellan said. 


The new addition marks the second 


major construction program which the Y 
has undertaken in recent years. 


The organization completed construc- 


tion on its third swimming pool in early 
1971. 


McClellan said about one-third of the 


cost of the project will be raised with a 
fund raising drive. He added that various 
groups within the Y, such as the wom- 
en's auxiliary and Y Indian Guides, have 
pledged to contribute to the building 
funds. Other funds to finance the project 
will be derived from membership fees. 


New method helps in hiring of teachers

Good teachers may be hard to find. 


But it can be even harder to select the 
best among this group. 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 is using 


a new technique to help'determine the 
best applicants for teaching positions in 
the district. 


The system was developed by Selective 


Research Institute Inc. at the University 
of Nebraska, Lincoln. It offers a struc- 
tured interview with set questions. The 
interviewers have predetermined an- 
swers they seek with each question. 


This method still does not eliminate the 


important qualities of personality and 
ability to relate to others, said Ronald 
Ruble, assistant superintendent In charge 
of personnel. However, it does allow each 
candidate to be judged on the same 
basis, he said. 


THE SRI PROGRAM was developed 


after interviews of 1,500 "successful 
teachers" who were recommended by 
students, other teachers and their super- 
visors. Two psychologists at the univer- 
sity developed a list of attributes appar- 
ent in these teachers and developed the 
questions accordingly. 


About 150 .teachers must be recruited 


for Dist. 54 next year. This figure in- 
cludes the additional 75 teaching staff 
members and specialists approved by 
the school board recently. Next year 
there will be about 895 teachers. 


Each year the district receives about 


5,000 inquiries from prospective teachers. 
From these inquiries, about 550 are re- 
quested to come for interviews. 


Because of the large number of appli- 


cants, Ruble said he looked for a better 


means of evaluating the interviews. SRI 
provided one answer. 


RUBLE ATTENDED two training 


workshops at the university to learn how 
to interpret interview results. He also re- 
ceived practice tapes from the institute, 
which he decoded and used to match re- 
sults with his own. The cost of the ses- 
sions and tapes was about $800. 


Ruble intends to hold workshops with 


principals and other administrators in- 
volved in recruitment to teach them the 
process. 


He said the interview tapes can be sent 


directly to SRI for analysis, a method 
many school districts use. The cost for 
analysis is about $30 per tape. 


ONE PROBLEM Dist. 54 has found in 


recruiting teachers, he said, is attracting 


Minority applicants. Part of the problem 
now is the restriction forbidding informa- 
tion about sex or racial/nationality back- 
ground on the application. 


"This makes it difficult if you want to 


hire a minority, to know which they're," 
said Ruble. 


The district has not been told it is "out 


of balance" with minority representation 
at this time, he said. He pointed out the 
current minority personnel fairly repre- 
sents the community. 


Nonetheless, Mexican-Americans and 


blacks are difficult to find, he said. Few 
inquiries are received from either minor- 
ity despite extra attempts by Ruble to 
contact universities and schools where 
these minorities attend to notify them 
about open positions. 
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Rollins Meadows homey producing iewer children 
Erratic growth pattern causing busing

Busing Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 


15 youngsters who live within walking 
distance of one school to another school 
is a result of erratic growth patterns in 
the school district, according to school 
officials. 


'The district covers 36 square miles 


and is only 75 per cent developed," said 
Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka. He said 
many of the problems would be solved 
once the district is entirely developed 
and becomes a settled community. 


Then the children in the northeastern 


section of the school district will be at- 
tending a school in that area and the 
youngsters In the Winston Knolls subdivi- 
sion in Hoffman Estates will have their 
own community school, However, more 
children in each area are needed before 
the schools can be justified, according to 
Kiszka. 


MANY OF THE housing developments 


that would produce the necessary chil- 
dren are under way. Architectural plans 
for a new school for Winston Knolls and 
other youngsters now are being devel- 
oped. A site for a school — plus the nec- 
essary funds from a 1971 referendum — 


are available for the northern section of 
the district. 


But the youngsters in Plum Grove- 


Countryside and Creekside, who live 
within walking distance of Plum Grove 
Junior High School still will be bused to 
Carl Sandburg Junior High School, sev- 
eral miles away. 


The boundary line is expected to be 


permanent, according to board mem- 
bers. Eventually Meacham Road will be- 
come the dividing line between Plum 
Grove and Carl Sandburg school bound- 
aries, according to present plans. 


The primary reason that Carl Sand- 


burg boundaries have to be extended all 
the way to Plum Grove is the declining 
number of children being produced in 
each Rolling Meadows home. 


WHEN ROLLING Meadows was a de- 


veloping city, as many as 100 youngsters 
would live on one block, according to 
Paul Jung, Dist. 15 Director of Personnel 
and Informational Services. The schools 
were built and quickly overcrowded. 
Most of the schools were on half-day 
shifts, where one set of students would 
attend classes in the mornings while an- 
other set went in the afternoon. 


Now most of the children are grown, 


Jung said. Fewer and fewer youngsters 
are crowding into Rolling Meadows 
schools. Because of this, Carl Sandburg 
boundaries have to be extended in order 
to gain the approximate 800 students the 
school can hold. 


. 
In the western and northern part of the 


district, there are still many empty acres 
that are expected to hold housing devel- 
opments in the future. 


The logical thing to do, according to 


both Jung and Kiszka, is to transport the 
children in the northern and western part 
of the district into different schools until 
the housing developments are built. Once 
the developments are built, additional 
children will arrive and new schools will 
be required to house them all, solving 
most of the busing problem. 


It does not solve the problem of low- 


ered enrollment in Rolling Meadows 
schools. Unless significant changes take 
place, these schools may someday have 
almost empty classrooms. 


BUT KISZKA EXPECTS a change in 


the near future. He said that the present 
population in Rolling Meadows, which 
has been there for many many years, 
will probably move out. Once the chil- 
dren have left home and are on their

own, parents won't want two, three and 
four bedroom homes. They'll move out 
and other families with young children 
will move in, once again filling the 
schools, he said. 


If this doesn't happen, almost all the 


school boundaries in the district-probably 
will have to changd to fill the Rolling 
Meadows schools, Kiszka said. 


The placement cf some schools, such 


as Plum Grove Junior High School, could 
have been better, Jung admitted. The 
placement of the schools was partially 
determined by limited information avail- 
able on housing plans for the district at 
the time of construction. It was also par- 
tially determined by the availability of 
land and sites given to the district by 
builders. 


"We try to plan schools in locations 


where kjds are," said Kiszka. He added 
that this "crystal ball gazing," even with 
the help of professiojal planners, is 
mostly guesswork and can often be 
wrong.

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum. 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering' of, those 
preeminent In the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure 
the circum- 


ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techter on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened 
to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or, 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on ,the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White'gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects.. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 
'. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

von Daniken, a short, stocky and ex- 


tremely busy man, entered the room. He 
was met by his press agent who told him 
of the waiting journalists.

filed forms justifying the occupancy of 
public land for the relocation of the Buf- 
falo Creek tributary on forest preserve 
property and are awaiting federal ap- 
proval.

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Rolling Meadoivs producing fetver children 
School officials say erratic 
growth has caused busing

Busing Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 


15 youngsters who live within walking 
distance of one school to another school 
is a result of erratic growth patterns in 
the school district, according to school 
Officials. 


"The district covers 36 square mites 


and is only 75 per cent developed." said 
Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka, He said 
many of the problems would be solved 
once the district is entirely developed 
and becomes a settled community. 


Then the children in the northeastern 


section of the school district will be at- 
tending a school in that area and the 
youngsters in the Winston Knolls subdivi- 
sion in Hoffman Estates will have their 
own community school. However, more 
children in each area are needed before 
the schools can be justified, according to 
Kiszka. 


MANY OF THE housing developments 


that would produce the necessary chil- 
dren are under way. Architectural plans 
for a new school for Winston Knolls and 
other youngsters now are being devel- 
oped. A site for a school — plus the nec- 
essary funds from a 1971 referendum — 
are available for the northern section of 
the district. 


But the youngsters in Plum Grove- 


Countryside and Creekside, who live 
within walking distance of Plum Grove 
Junior High School still will be bused to 
Carl Sandburg Junior High School, sev- 
eral miles away. 


The boundary line is expected to be 


permanent, according to board mem- 
bers. Eventually Meacham Road will be- 
come the dividing line between Plum 
Grove and Carl Sandburg school bound- 
aries, according to present plans. 


The primary reason that Carl Sand- 


burg boundaries have to be extended all 
the way to Plum Grove is the declining 
number of children being produced in 
each Rolling Meadows home. 


WHEN ROLLING Meadows was a de- 


veloping city, as many as 100 youngsters 
would live on one block, according to 
Paul Jung, Dist. 15 Director of Personnel 
and Informational Services. The schools 
were built and quickly overcrowded. 
Most of the schools were on half-day 
shifts, where one set of students would 
attend classes in the mornings while an- 
other sef went in the afternoon. 


Now most of the children are grown, 


Jung said. Fewer and fewer youngsters 
are crowding into Rolling Meadows 
schools. Because of this, Carl Sandburg 
boundaries have to be extended in order 
to gain the approximate 800 students the 
school can hold. 


City may postpone its 
special census to August 


A citywide special census scheduled to 


begin in Rolling Meadows ths week may 
be postponed, 


City officials had planned to have the 


U. S. Bureau of the census begin the spe- 
cial count Wednesday, but officials now 
are considering delaying the count until 
August, after several expected annexa- 
tion actions are completed. 


Several land areas around the city are 


being Considered for annexation and offi- 
cials have indicated they would like the 
areas included in the population count 
being planned. 


Because of scheduling at the census 


bureau, however, the earliest time anoth- 
er count could be made is August, ac- 
cording to city administrative aide 
Charles Green. Green said a decision on 
the date for the census probably will be 
announced today. 


The count originally was slated to be- 


gin this week, with census-taker appli- 
cants to take an aptitude test at City Hall 
tomorrow. 


Green said that if the count is post- 


poned, applicants will be notified. 


THE CENSUS WAS authorized by the 


city council in October, after $8,000 for 
the special count was appropriated. Offi- 
cials arc seeking the count because they 
estimate the city's population may be as 
nigh as 25,000. which is some 6,000 more 
than the official 19,178 figure listed ac- 
cording to the 1970 federal census. 


The additional persons are important 


to the city because certain revenues de- 
rived by the city from the state are 
based on population. The revenues, state 
income tax and motor fuel tax, are col- 
lected at a rate of about $15 per person. 
The 1974-75 city budget lists an expected 
income of $175,000 in state income tax 
and $150,000 in motor fuel tax funds. 


The figures also will be important to 


the city's governmental structure be- 
cause if the population surpasses 20,000 
the city will be required to increase its 
number of wards to seven. Presently 
there are five wards. 


The redistricted wards would have to

In the western and northern part of the 


district, there are still many empty acres 
that are expected to hold housing devel- 
opments in the future. 


The logical thing to do, according to 


both Jung and Kiszka, is to transport the 
children in the northern and western part 
of the district into different schools until 
the housing developments are built. Once 
the developments are built, additional 
children will arrive and new schools will 
be required to house them all, solving 
most of the busing problem. 


It does not solve the problem of low- 


ered enrollment in Rolling Meadows 
schools. Unless significant changes take 
place, these schools may someday have 
almost empty classrooms. 


BUT KISZKA EXPECTS a change in 


the near future. He said that the present 
population in Rolling Meadows, which 
has been there for many many years, 
will probably move out. Once the chil- 
dren have left home and are on their 
own, parents won't want two, three and 
four bedroom homes. They'll move out 
and other families with young children 
will move in, once again filling the 
schools, he said. 


If this doesn't happen, almost all the 


school boundaries in the district probably 
will have to changd to fill the Rolling 
Meadows schools, Kiszka said. 


The placement of some schools, such 


as Plum Grove Junior High School, could 
have been better, Jung admitted. The 
placement of the schools was partially 
determined by limited information avail- 
able on housing plans for the district at 
.the time of construction. It was also par- 
tially determined by the availability of 
land and sites given to the district by 
builders. 


"We try to plan schools in locations 


where kids are," said Kiszka. He added 
that this "crystal ball gazing," even with 
the help of professional planners, is 
mostly guesswork and can often be 
wrong.

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum. 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent in the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space, 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techter on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened 
to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole In your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive'gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

"The 
trouble falls around the fact that they 
have to have sponge rubber mats on the 
floors and those are hard to sanitize." 


BURKE ADDED there are no "serious" 


sanitation problems at the complex. "We 


have made some minor recommenda- 
tions," he added, "but they are so minor 
they have already thought of some of 
them. It's a good installation." 


Schindler said most of the sanitation 


problems which arise at the complex are 
due to the layout of the building, which 
has the ice rink at one end of the build- 
ing and locker room facilities at the oth- 
er end.

Robert Bock is a quiet, hard-working

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're In a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum, 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering- of those 
preeminent In the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, corne-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techier on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and how editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole In your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling, John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, ,the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us frqm the fate of the planet

His opponent was Peter Tompkins, ex-

Toriipkins won the first match handi- 
ly, 11-2; but von Daniken came back 
strong in the rematch. 


von Daniken and Tompkins were hud- 


dled intently over the game. The press 
conference to introduce the author of 
"Chariots'of the Gods?" never really got 
started.

MRS. ALTER'S comments brought 


sharp criticism from other trustees and 
from MSD Supt. Bart Lynam. 


Lynam said the plant will be receiving 


free street maintenance, fire protection 


and police protection from local govern- 
ments in Schaumburg Township. 


Trustee Joan Anderson said there is a 


long tradition of government agencies 
charging each other for services, such as 
water. 
was trying to make was not really appli- 
cable to Schaumburg because the village 
uses well water rather than Lake Mich- 
igan water.

He said he had been somewhat inter- 
ested in sports, but as he was later to 
find out. sports has very little to do with 
running park board business. 


He added he in no way anticipated the 


development of the park district as it has 
been. "If someone would have told me 10 
years ago that the area would be this size, 
I still wouldn't have envisioned it." 


Bock said he believes the park district 


has done much to keep pace with the 
rapid population growth in the area. He 


attributed much of the success to an 
energetic, hard-working staff and cooper- 
ation from the two school districts and 
the Village of Schaumburg. - 


BOCK POINTED out the definite high- 


lights of his decade of park district ser- 
vice were the overwhelming approval of 
park improvement referenda in 1970 and 
1973 


But Bock is not the type of man to take 


credit for what has been accomplished. 
He credited many past and present com- 
missioners with working together for the 
best interests of the community, 


"We've had 15 commissioners over 10 


years, and we've always had the same 
philosopy," he said. "There have been 
some differences on the board, but once 
an issue was voted on, there wasn't a 
member, even if he might have opposed 
it, who didn't pull together to make it 
work " 


The makeup of the board has always 


included commissioners from different 
areas of the district, allowing for as good 
a representation as possible, he added. 
There have been no politics involved on 
the board, he said. 


Although he said he could not envision 


the expansion in Schaumburg for more 
than the next five years, he noted that 
the park district still has a long way to 
go. 


When asked how long he would like to 


remain a commissioner, Bock replied: "I 
would like to stay until the voters don't 
want me anymore."

Comr. Michael Doherty said about 


$45,000 had been shaved from bid figures 
and all the projects would cost about 
$820,000 unless further reductions could 
be secured. 


DOHERTY POINTED out the rapid in- 


crease in construction and material costs 
accounted for the higher-than-expected 
bids. Derda said the park district hopes 
to save on some construction material 
costs because materials could be pur- 
chased now and stored in the district's 
recently purchased maintenance building 
in the Centex-Schaumburg -Industrial 
Park. 


Derda told the park board that in- 


creased costs could be offset by an ex- 
pected $100,000 in interest on about $2 
million from the referendum bond issue 
that was deposited in a short-term bank 
account. 


No cuts from the original pool plan 


were made, but the district did redesign 
a planned water fountain in front of the 


pool. The pool, including a special diving 
area, is to be located at Meineke Park. 
The cascading water fountain would 
have cost the district about $70,000 which 
officials said they could not afford. Der- 
da said some sort of courtyard and foun- 
tain would probably be installed. 


PARK COMMISSIONERS were re- 


lieved when they learned items like the 
pool heater or the 10-meter diving tower 
would not be dropped from the plan. 


Doherty said he thinks about $12,000 


would be lopped off the bid for construc- 
tion of the diving tower. 


He pointed out there are only three 


pools in Illinois that have diving plat- 
forms — Park Ridge, Oak Park and Por- 
tage Park. "This would put us to the 
forefront," he said. 


Contracts may not be awarded until

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Board president has met ivith principals9 representatives 
Smiley will meet principals 
to discuss Erviti dispute

The Dist. 59 Board of Education has 


met with its principals In an effort to 
settle their dispute with Supt. James Er- 
viti. The Herald has learned. 


The board, apparently bowing to public 


pressure to take a more active role in 
resolving the controversy, has instructed 
its president, Gerald Smiley, to meet' 
with principals to get their side of the 
situation. 


Smiley said he met last week with rep- 


resentatives from the Principals' Assn. 
and later met with more than half of the 
principals and assistant principals in the 
district. 


Smiley refused to say what was dis- 


cussed in the meetings, but did say there 
was a "wide range of opinion as to what 
are the problems involved and what 
might be solutions to the problems." 


Smiley said he will prepare a written 


report to the board on what went on In 
the meetings. He did not know, however, 
whether the report will contain any rec- 
ommendations for action. 


THE REPORT WILL be made during 


an open session of the board, according 
to Smiley. The board is scheduled to 
meet tonight at 7:30 to discuss remodel- 
ing plans for two district junior highs in 
a special session, but Smiley didn't think 
his report would be ready. 


Its expected to come at the next regu- 


lar meeting, of the school board, sched- 
uled for Monday, May 6, at Einstein 
School in Des Plaines. 


The Herald disclosed last month that a 


growing feud between the majority of 
principals and Erviti had come to a head 
with a letter, sent by principals to Erviti, 
which outlined their five main concerns 
in the district which dealt with personal 
and educational issues. 


The concerns centered around Erviti's 


alleged "demeaning treatment of princi- 
pals'" along with charges that parts of 
the district's budget development prac- 
tice was unsound and that the district 
was moving toward a "single-text ap- 
proach." 


Scaled-down DiMucci 
apartment plans told 


A scaled-down version of proposed 


plans to build apartments at Tamarack 
and Palm drives in Mount Prospect has 
been drafted by developer Salvatore Di- 
Mucci Jr. 


The new plans were introduced last 


week as testimony began in Cook County 
Circuit Court on DiMucci's five-year-old 
lawsuit seeking to rezone the 5,5-acre site 
for multi-family use. 


Circuit Court Judge Arthur L. Dunne 


Instructed DiMucci Home Builders Inc. 
to present the revised plans to the Mount 
Prospect Zoning Board of Appeals and 
eventually to the village board in an ef- 
fort to reach an out-of-court settlement.

The rezoning request had been rejected 
by the village board, at the recommenda- 
tion of the planning commission, mainly 
because it was felt apartments would be 
spot zoning. 


The site is adjacent to both single-fam- 


ily homes and the Mount Shire apart- 
ments, a DiMucci development built un- 
der a consent decree. Mount Shire home- 
owners had led the fight to oppose the 
rezoning. 


Details of the revised plans were not 


immediately available, but Mayor Rob- 
ert D. Teichert indicated previous at- 
tempts at a compromise have failed. "He 
has attempted several times to talk," the 
mayor said, "but always on his own 
basis." The village board, he said, "is 
not in the posture of wanting to com- 
promise this." 


Teichert at one point suggested extend- 


ing Palm Drive west, and allowing 
apartments to the north of Tamarack 
and single-family homes to the south. 
However, this too was turned down. "No 
suggestions we've made have been ac- 
ceptable, and no suggestions he's made 
have been acceptable," he said.

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're in a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum. 


Blum, investigative reporter who has 


just published a book on man's contact 
with Unidentified Flying Objects, was 
addressing the first World Conference of 
the Ancient Astronauts Society this week- 
end at the Arlington Park Towers Hotel. 
His remark was an understatement. 


The society, founded in January 1973 


by Gene Phillips, a Park Ridge attorney, 
was the host to first gathering of those 
preeminent in the fields of UFOs, natural 
phenomenon and visitors from space. 


Between 300 and 400 persons paid fees 


up to $40 to listen to lectures on the pos- 
sibility that Christ is still circling Earth 
in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure the circum- 
ference of this planet, 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techter on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techter, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother that abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened 
to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techter offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a hole in your head." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages, 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality .throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the fate of the planet

Blip, blip. Blee-blip. Buzz. 
"Aha! Now I see what goes on here.

Thus spake Erich von Daniken, author 


of "Chariot of the Gods" and the main 
attraction of the First Annual World Con- 
ference of Ancient Astronauts, as he had 
his first taste of electronic ping pong in 
one of the bars at the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel. 


His opponent was Peter Tompkins, ex- 


pert on the secret life of plants and the 
mysteries of the Great Pyramid of Eg- 
ypt. Tompkins won the first match handi- 
ly, 11-2; but von Daniken came back 
strong in the rematch. 


von Daniken and Tompkins were hud- 


dled intently over the game. The press 
conference to introduce the author of 
"Chariots of the Gods?" never really goi 
started. 


THE INTERVIEWS were to begin 11 


a.m. but it was soon obvious that no one, 
other than the reporters, was going to be 
on time. After 20 minutes, most of the 
conference lecturers and principals had 
arrived and the interviews were con- 
ducted in the swirl of greetings and ques- 
tions about registrations and reserva- 
tions. 


von Daniken, a short, stocky and ex- 


tremely busy man, entered the room. He 
was met by his press agent who told him 
of the waiting journalists. 


"Ha. Everybody wants to talk with von 


Daniken," he said. He then proceeded to 
argue with the agent about who was re- 
sponsible for the mix-up in trans- 
portation to and from a television inter- 
view. 


He then turned with his quick smile 


and chopping laugh to answer questions. 


"Religious doubts. That is how I be- 


came interested. I tried to find answers

'Ancient Astronauts' in search for UFOs

"We're In a funny marketplace where 


people complain that there are no rules," 
said Ralph Blum.

in a cross-shaped UFO, or there is a 
"Black Hole Rapid Transit System," or 
that the Great Pyramid of Egypt was 
constructed to measure 
the circum- 


ference of this planet. 


The three day parley of the possible, 


unlikely and oh, come-on-now, started 
with a talk by David Techier on the Ol- 
mec civilization of ancient Mexico. It 


was tame stuff compared to what would 
be espoused later. 


Techier, once a geologist for the Field 


Museum and now editor of Fate Maga- 
zine, presented a tidy little lecture on the 
"mother civilization" of the Americas — 
A mother thai abounds in mysteries. 


WHAT EVENTUALLY happened to 


these people, gone except for a few tan- 
talizing traces? And who were these oth- 
er bearded figures popping up in stone 
carvings? Refugees from Atlantis or 
some Mediterranean civilizations? 


Techier offered no answers; he just 


held out the teaser. He was the thin edge 
of the wedge for some speakers who 
would follow. 


As society president Phillips said, the 


conference's "narrow aim" was to exam- 
ine ancient visits from space to Earth, or 
the possibility of some old vanished, yet 
far-advanced Earth-bound civilization. 


To this aim, speakers, workshops and 


panel discussions explored mysteries of 
pyramids, astrology, flying saucers, God, 
gods and the victims. Persons were re- 
minded of the fine line "between an open 
mind and a bole in your bead." 


They had come to learn, listen, ex- 


plore, exchange and examine all possi- 
bilities. 


By Saturday morning things were real- 


ly rolling. John W. White, author of 
books on the psychic world, let it all 
hang out. 


White gave voice to schools of thought 


that are fodder for "Creature Feature." 
He spoke of things, computers and crit- 
ters lurking all around us. Some not only 
lurk, he said some believe, but they are 
with us right now trying to convey im- 
portant messages. 


THE AUDIENCE displayed a curious 


duality throughout all the presentations. 
A snide aside about "official versions" 
was sure to bring snickers. Yet, the 
speakers were fond'of their own relation 
to museums, the space program and gov- 
ernment projects. 


White promised the attentive gathering 


"some real mind-boggling possibilities." 
He wasn't kidding. 


How about our "space brothers" from 


the federation of planets who are trying 
to save us from the ,fate of the planet

general. By asking the students such 
questions as "How many of you feel ner- 
vous before a test?" the adults hope the 
children will understand that others 
share their anxiety and uneasiness is 
normal. 


"The questions are designed to allow 


the children to express their feelings and 
see who else is raising their hand." Miss 
Nordin explained. "Maybe some kids 
just don't realize that it's OK to feel a 
little nervous." 


The staff plans to ask the children how 


they think the teachers could help them 
prepare for the tests. Activities for the 
rest of the week will be mainly based on 
the students' answers. 


Miss Nordin said that besides respond- 


ing to the children's suggestions, the 
teachers will involve the students in ex- 
ercises on following directions and read- 
ing test questions carefully. The moral 
question of cheating will also be dis- 
cussed. 


Teachers also plan to make it clear to 


the children exactly why the tests are 
being given and how the scores will be 
used, Miss Nordin said. "Some children 
feel they're being subjected to taking 
these tests and they really don't know 
why," she added. 


The Iowa tests cover vocabulary, read- 


ing, math, language skills and work- 
study skills. They are the only annual 
achievement tests given throughout Dist. 
21 schools. 


THE RESULTS OF the machine-scored 


tests are compiled to Indicate how a stu- 
dent's academic skills compare with 
those of others his age both in the dis- 
trict and nationally. 


The special pretesting sessions being 


conducted at Hawthorne this week were 
designed by teachers with the help of 
Larry Chase, Dist. 21 coordinator for gif- 
ted children.

Negotiators for the Prospect Heights 


Education Assn. and the Dist. 23 school 
board are near agreement on a teacher 
salary schedule for 1974-75, but a con- 
tract settlement is still not in sight. 


Both sides met again last week after a 


three-week layoff in negotiations, but a 
spokesman for the PHEA said no real 
movement was made. 


"We had a short meeting and the 


board didn't change its position at all," 
said PHEA negotiating chairman Dave 
Kessler. "We offered compromises on 
several items but the board rejected all 
of them. We're waiting for a signal from 
the board and hopefully something will 
happen next time." 


BOARD 
MEMBER 
Alan 
Krlnsky, 


chairman of the board's negotiating 
team, described-the negotiations as going 
along at a steady pace. "We have our 
ups and downs and arounds," he said. 
Krinsky would not comment on the prog- 
ress toward reaching a settlement or 
specifics on what went on during last 
week's meeting. 


Kessler has said, however, that the 


board has come up from its original pro- 
posed total salary package of $76,500. 
The board is now offering a package of 
$96,500, which represents an approximate 
10.5 per cent increase over this year's 
package. 


The board's original proposal offered 


teachers a hike in the starting salary for 
a teacher with a bachelor's'degree and 
no experience from the current $7,856 to 
$8,100. The board also said its package 


included money to be apportioned to the 
merit pot. 


The PHEA, Kessler said, has also 


come down in its demands seeking a 
package amounting to about $124,000 in- 
stead of its original $194,000. The current 
offer represents about a 14 per cent in- 
crease over this year. The first PHEA 
proposal amounted to about a 20 per cent 
hike. 


Among teachers' original demands was 


an 8.5 per cent salary hike and a merit 
pot of $50,000. The PHEA proposal also 
called for a teacher to receive $18 per 
class for classes he or she is asked to 
cover other than his normal duties. 


SEVERAL non-salaried items have al- 


ready been agreed to by both sides dur- 
ing earlier meetings. Points agreed to in- 
clude: 


• Additions to the Professional Nego- 


tiating Agreement which will allow 
teachers to read and respond to material 
placed in their files. 


• Payment of $105 to teachers who su- 


pervise away basketball games and 
$367.50 to the girls' gymnastic coach. 


Each of the proposals was part of the 


PHEA's package. 


The PHEA has also agreed in principle 


to a board proposal for a three-year 
agreement to cover nonsalaried items 
with salary and fringe benefits to be 
negotiated each year. 


Negotiators will have another bargain- 


ing session Tuesday night at the adminis- 
ration office, Palatine and Schoenbeck 
•oads, Prospect Heights. 


Negotiations are closed to the public.
